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Joseph  Heed,  Esquire,  Governor  of  the  State  of  PenDsylvania,  has 
applied  to  this  State  thro'  James  Lovell,  Esq'r,  one  of  the  Del^ 
gates  from  this  State  at  Congress,  and  urged  as  a  reason  therefor 
that  Colonel  Skene,  who  was  made  Prisoner  in  the  State  of  Penn- 
Bjlvania,  was  given  in  exchange  for  Mr.  Lovell,  as  will  appear  bj 
Mr.  Loveirs  Letter  of  the  Seventeenth  of  May  last^  directed  U 
the  Secretary.

Raolvedj  That  Greneral  St.  Clair  be  informed  that  part  of  the 
German  Battalion,  and  other  Corps  of  this  State,  serving  with 
thoR  of  other  States,  have  assigned  as  a  reason  for  their  applica- 
tion, that  the  J  cou'd  not  draw  with  the  Troops  to  which  thej  were 
oeeanooallj  Joined,  and  that  untill  one  general  rale  takes  place 
thro'  the  whole,  this  Board  cannot  admit  of  the  Troops  of  other 
States  drawing  with  them.

Council,  and  informed 
the  Board  that  the  House  was  now  met,  and  ready  to  proceed  on 
inch  busineas  as  the  Council  shall  think  proper  to  lay  before  them. 

The  following  address  of  this  Council  to  the  General  Assembly 
•f  Representatives  of  the  Freemeu  of  Pennsylvania  being,  read,  was 
apprcmd;,  and  thereupon 

Orderedj  That  ^e  said  Messa^  be  signed  by  his  Excellency 
tba  PrendtDt^  and  laid  before  the  House  by  the  Seofttary. 
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Message  from  the  President  and  Supreme  Ezcoutlve  Gouncil  to 
the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of  Pennsylvania  in  Greaenl 
Assembly  met. 

Gentltmen  of  the  General  Assembly: 

It  is  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  We  congratulate  you  upon  the 
various  successes  which  have  distinguishid  the  Period  of  )Oor re- 
cess. While  the  most  consummate  Bravery  and  discipline  hiTe 
Marked  the  cntcrprizes  of  our  Troops  by  Land,  Glory  and  Victoiy 
have  attended  those  of  our  Allies  by  Sea,  succes.^cs  which  at  oiwe 
reflect  the  hichest  Honour  upon  themselves  and  tl»e  respective  Ni^ 
tions,  and  Afford  the  fairest  prospect  of  Fpecdy  Tranquility  ni 
peace. 

When,  to  these  happy  events,  we  add  the  accession  of  another 
f^reat  and  forciorn  Power  to  the  Interests  of  America,  and  that  the 
Year  has  been  Crowned  with  a  most  plentiful  Harvest,  wo  canocK 
but  admire  and  acknowledge  the  favour  and  goodness  of  Prori- 
dence.     In  short,  nothing  seems  left  us  to  wish  but  a  revival  of 
that  Public  Spirit  and  Virtue,  which  shone  with  so  much  Lastre 
in  the  early  days  of  this  Contest,  and  which  seems  now  nccesaarj 
for  the  restoration  of  Publiek  Credit,  and  the  relief  of  our  suffering 
Frontiers,     'i'o  both  these  objects,  we  must  request  your  imme- 
diate and  unremitted  attention,  and  to  this  end  shall  now  lay  be- 
fore you  sundry  resolutions  of  the  Honourable  the  Congress,  for 
calling  in  large  sums  of  the  present  emissions.     We  esteem  oar- 
selves  happy  in  the  reflection,  that  no  steps  for  the  Security  of  the 
exposed  Counties  were  omitt-ed  by  us.     The  most  Seasonable  orders 
for  stationing  a  Body  of  Militia,  and  also  raising  Five  ConipDies 
of  Rangers,  were  issued,  and  every  supply  required  ha9  been  wot 
without  delay.     That  the  orders  for  the  Militia  were  not  punc- 
tually ('omplied  with  in  some  Counties,  and  in  others  wholly  ne- 
glected, is  what  we  have  great  reason  to  lament;  at  the  same  time, 
that  we  think  it  well  deserving  of  serious  enquiry,  that  due  pr»w* 
may  be  given  to  those  who  merit  it.     We  cannot  but  deem  soch 
self- Exemptions  from  Publiek  Duty  as  Tending  to  a  Criminal  re- 
laxation of  the  Bonds  of  Society,  and  a  departure  from  the  Dutiw 
of  a  well  regulated  Grovernment.     All  the  Papers  will  now  bo  1*^* 
before  you,  from  which  you  will  observe  that,  disappointed  in  the 
Expected  aid,  the  Frontier  Inhabitants  have  formed  themselves  i^^ 
Ccmpanies  and  associations  for  defence,  in  the  Course  of  whw* 
Expenses  have  been  contracted,  which,  if  they  appear  in  the  ^?* 
light  to  you  as  they  have  done  to  us,  you  will  not  hesitate  to  ^ 
charge,  and  thus  encourage  them  to  continue  as  a  Barrier  to  ^ 
more  improved  and  settled  Counties.     How  far  the  revisal  and  ^' 
lecting  the  Militia  Law,  with  its  various  supplements,  into  one  ^^^ 
pleat  system,  will  tend  to  remedy  the  like  evils  in  future,  we  ^^^. 
mit  to  your  Consideration.     The  necessity  of  Supporting  a  ^^ 
regulated  Militia,  we  think,  ia  Confirmed  by  everj  day*i  ob^^ 
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yalion  and  experience;  and  while  the  Enomj  is  receiving  reinforce- 
ments with  the  avowed  purpose  of  desolating  the  Country,  we  deem 
it  a  Measure  highly  necessary  your  attention,  as  well  as  that  of 
every  Friend  to  the  Freedom  and  Interests  of  the  State. 

The  Generous  resolutions  of  your  Honourahle  House  at  the  last 
SettioQS,  for  the  relief  of  the  Army  and  the  Fleets  and  which  we 
have  Executed  with  our  best  Judgment  and  attention,  have  had  the 
noit  happy  effects  in  conciliating  the  affections  and  respect  of  those 
hnve  and  valuable  Men,  and  cementing  a  Friendship  between  the 
Cfil  and  Military  powers,  highly  honourable  to  both  and  beneficial 
to  alL  Wo  wou*d  recommend  the  Cloathing  them  with  the  sanc- 
tion of  Law,  as  a  Measure  pleasing  to  them  and  perfectly  conso- 
nant to  the  views  of  the  House.  We  conceive  nothing  now  re- 
inains  on  this  subject  but  to  make  some  early  and  suitable  provi- 
sion aa  a  reward  for  their  Bangers,  Sacrafices  and  Fatigues,  to  ena- 
ble them  to  return  to  civil  Life,  with  honour  and  advantage,  when 
their  Military  Services  may  be  no  longer  Necessary,  and  we  hope 
a  mode  may  be  devised  for  this  purpose  not  oppressive  or  Burthen- 
some  to  the  Farmer  or  Tradesman,  and  yet  satisfactory  to  them.— 
The  Honor  reflected  on  the  State  by  General  Wayne  and  the  Troops 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Line,  during  this  Campaign,  wou'd  have  at- 
tracted our  immediate  acknowledgment,  if  the  approach  of  your 
Sessions  had  not  inclined  us  to  wait  your  concurrence,  that  the 
Marks  of  our  attention  might  be  more  proportionate  to  the  service 
thej  have  done,  and  the  glory  they  have  acquired. 

We  also.  Gentlemen,  most  earnestly  recommend  to  you  to  pro- 
ceed in  the  great  business  of  the  Proprietary  estates,  at  least  so  far 
as  to  give  the  next  Assembly  an  opportunity  to  put  the  finishing 
hand  to  this  important  and  necessary  work. 

The  experience  of  Mankind,  the  Practice  of  other  Countries  and 
Nations,  the  Sentiments  of  the  Greatest  Writers  on  Government, 
and  even  our  own  observation  during  this  great  Contest,  in  which 
the  various  principles  which  govern  the  Human  Mind  have  been 
drawn  forth  into  view  and  action,  we  think  fully  demonstrate  that 
neither  the  Peace,  Liberty  or  Safety  of  Pennsylvania,  can  be  deem- 
ed secnrc,  while  this  powerfull  Interest  attached  in  all  its  branches 
to  the  powers  we  have  abjured  and  abandoned,  is  permitted  to  re- 
tain its  full  force  and  influence  among  us.  At  present  the  subject 
is  disentangled  from  all  other  considerations  of  a  Publick  nature. 
Shon'd  it,  by  delay,  mingle  itself  with  the  Negotiations  of  a  Gen- 
eral Peace,  we  may  long  Lament,  and  posterity  will  Justly  blame 
our  Indolence  or  Timidity,  which  has  lost  the  precious  opportunity 
of  rescuing  this  State  from  one  of  the  appendages  of  its  former 
Bondage,  and  placing  it  on  the  same  equal  Level  of  Liberty,  inte- 
rest, tranquility,  and  Independence,  with  its  Sister  States.  The 
Safety  of  the  People  is  the  Supremo  and  Pre-eminent  Law  and 
Bond  of  Society,  and  when^  as  in  the  present  case^  this  can  be  se-

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cured  consistent  with  the  rights  of  Private' Justice,  we  shou'd  hold 
ourselves  inexcusable  if  we  did  not  express  our  Sentiments  with 
Freedom,  and  assure  jou  that  the  General  expectation  and  yoiceof 
the  People,  so  far  as  our  knowledge  extends,  concurs  with  them. 

The  Constitution  of  this  State,  with  a  wisdom  and  foresi^t 
which  does  honor  to  its  Framcrs,  having  considered  the  educatum 
of  Youth  as  a  matter  of  great  importance  to  the  interests  of  So- 
ciety, and  order  of  Government ;  we  have  been  led  to  an  enqurj 
into  the  nature  and  Government  of  those  Institutions  which  at  pre- 
sent subsist.  It  is  with  concern  we  observe  a  general  neglect  of 
this  great  Duty,  both  in  Town  and  Country,  while  the  growing  at- 
tention of  other  States  invites  the  Youth  from  this,  and  must  pro- 
duce effects  equally  repugnant  to  Publick  benefit  and  private  codtc- 
nience. 

The  principal  institution  in  this  State,  founded  on  the  most  free 
and  Catholic  principles,  raised  and  cherished  by  the  hand  of  Pablie 
Bounty,  appears  by  its  charter  to  have  allied  itself  so  closely  to  the 
Government  of  Britain,  by  making  the  allegiance  of  its  GoverDors 
to  that  State  a  Pre-rcquisite  to  any  official  A  ^.t,  that  it  might  well 
have  been  presumed  they  wou'd  have  sought  the  aid  of  GoTem- 
ment  for  an  establishment  consistent  with  the  revolution,  and  oon- 
formable  to  the  great  changes  of  Polocy  and  Government. 

But  whatever  have  been  the  Motives,  we  cannot  think  the  good 
People  of  this  State  can  or  ought  to  rest  satisfied,  or  the  protection 
of  Government  be  extended  to  an  institution  framed  with  such 
manifest  attachment  to  the  British  Government,  and  conducted 
with  a  General  inattention  to  the  authority  of  the  State. 

The  influence  of  a  seat  of  learning  upon  the  peace  and  good  or- 
der of  Government,  have,  we  think,  been  too  fully  exemplified  w 
the  country  from  which  we  have  scpcrated,  to  permit  any  well  re- 
gulated State  to  neglect  or  overlook  it. 

How  far  there  has  been  any  deviation  from  the  liberal  groufld 
of  its  first  establishment,  and  a  Pre-eminence  given  to  some  BOd^ 
ties,  in' prejudice  to  others  equally  Meritorious,  the  former  enq^*" 
ries  of  Your  Honourable  House  will  enable  you  to  determine;  ^ 
us,  it  is  sufficient  to  declare,  that  as  learning  or  science  are  of  ^^ 
party  or  sect,  we  wish  to  see  them  promoted  on  the  most  liber** 
principles,  giving  to  all  denominations  of  Christians  equal  rigt^^ 
and  Priviledges. 

As  Corporations  compose  a  species  of  Internal  Government,  ** 
all  great  changes  they  have  been  considered  as  objects  of  P'*^**^ 
attention  and  care,  that  their  subordination,  obedience,  and  snpp^^ 


Keligious,  or  Charitable,  may  at  the  same  time  remain  invioUta* 

The  Law  for  prohibiting  the  exportation  of  Proyisiona  haTii'^ 
expired  on  the  first  Instant,  we  thought  proper  to  eontiniie  the  St^'^ 
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bargo  nDtill  the  Twentieth  of  this  Month,  that  in  the  Interyal 
Your  Honourable  House  might  take  this  subject  into  consideration 
— ft  subject  of  7^ry  great  importance  to  the  commercial,  as  well  as 
Oeneral  Interest  of  the  State. 

The  Public  Highways,  Gentlemen,  will  al|D  require  jour  care 
aad  attention ;  the  laws  respecting  them  are  expired  by  their  own 
limitation,  and  the  present  Condition  of  the  roads  is  too  well  known 
to  make  it  necessary  for  us  to  enlarge  upon  the  duty  and  propriety 
of  making  a  suitable  provision  on  this  head. 

We  must  also  recommend  to  your  consideration  the  officers  of 
Ctovemment.     However  Generous  or  adequate  the  Provision  for 
their  support,  when  called  forth  by  you  or  the  People  to  the  dis- 
charge of  Public  duty,  you  must  be  sensible  that  the  accumulated 
prices  of  all  the  necessaries  of  life  since  that  time  must  make  their 
flitoation  very  distressing ;  and  that  instead  of  '^  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation when  called  to  Publick  Service,  to  the  prejudice  pf  their 
private  affairs/'  which  the  Constitution  declares  to  be  a  right,  they 
most  lessen  their  private  property,  and  sink  into  Poverty  and  dis- 
tress.    As  the  People  of  this  State  have  in  every  period  exhibbitted 
a  Noble  and  exemplary  Generosity  in  support  of  Government,  it 
cannot  be  doubted  they  will,  in  this  case,  answer  every  Just  and 
reasonable  expectation. 

In  Conformity  to  the  Laws  of  this  State,  and  your  desire,  we 
have  proceeded  to  the  sale  of  the  Confiscated  estates,  and  have  the 
satisfaction  to  acquaint  you  that  the  sums  arising  therefrom  are  so 
considerable  as  to  afford  a  great  relief  to  the  good  People  of  the 
State  from  their  Public  Burthens ;  and  that  the  ship  which,  under 
your  resolves,  we  fitted  out  for  defence  of  the  Trade  of  the  State, 
has  not  only  answered  that  important  end,  but  has  been  so  success- 
fall  as  in  a  great  Measure  to  Compensate  the  expense  of  the  under- 
taking. 

Our  anxiety  to  perpetuate  and  extend  the  Blessings  of  Freedom, 
ind  enlarge  the  circle  of  humanity,  Induce  us  to  remind  you  of  the 
Bill  for  emancipating  the  Children  born  of  Negro  and  Mulatto 
Parents.  We  wl.^U  to  see  you  give  the  compleat  sanction  of  Law 
to  this  noble  and  generous  purpose,  and  adorn  the  annals  of  Penn- 
Bjlvania  wirh  this  bright  display  of  Justice  and  publick  Virtue.

And  Wherecu,  It  is  become  necessary  to  take  Effectual  Measures 
for  obtaining  a  present  supply  for  the  said  purposes:  wherefore,  we 
do  hereby  lay  an  Embargo  on  the  exportation  of  Wheat,  Flour,  Bye, 
Oats,  Speltz,  Barley,  Indian  Corn,  Beef,  Pork,  and  other  victnids, 
whether  alive  or  dead,  from  this  State  to  any  parts  or  places  beyond 
sea ;  and  for  that  purpose  do  forbid  the  clearing  out  and  dispateh 
of  anv  ship  or  other  vessel  on  which  any  such  goods  and  victuals 
shall  be  laden ;  of  which  the  Naval  officer  and  all  others  coDcemed 
are  hereby  reauired  to  take  notice,  and  govern  themselves  aocord- 
inglv.  This  Embargo  to  be  continued  Thirty  days  from  the  date 
of  these  presents,  and  no  longer ;  But  not  to  extend  to  hinder  the 
taking  in  of  necessary  stores  of  ships  of  War  or  Merchant  Vessels 
for  their  respective  Cruises  or  Voyages,  nor  to  prevent  the  Trans- 
portation of  Provisions  for  the  Armies  of  the  said  United  States, 
or  the  Fleet  of  his  most  Christian  Majesty — such  Transporta  tionto 
be  licenced  in  every  Instance  by  Us.

Ordered^  That  the  same  be  signed  by  his  Excellency  the  Presi- 
dent, and  the  Secretary  directed  to  present  the  same  to  the  Hon- 
omble  House  of  Assembly. 

Menage  firom  the  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council  to 
tbe  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of  Pensylvania,  in  (General  As- 
aemblj  met. 

Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly, 

The  short  space  of  time  which  has  elapsed  since  our  address  to 
the  late  assembly  has  produced  but  few  eveuta  sufficiently  interest- 
ing to  become  objects  of  your  attention.  The  advanced  season  of 
the  year  seems  almost  to  forbid  the  hope  of  any  thing  more  deci- 
sive ;  but  when  we  look  back  and  take  a  general  view  of  the  opera- 
tions and  events  of  the  Campaign,  we  shall  find  sufficient  cause  to 
acknowledge  the  favour  and  goodness  of  Providence,  and  to  con- 
grstolate  you  on  the  happy  state  of  Publick  affiiirs. 

While  the  efforts  of  the  Enemy  have  been  Feeble,  spiritless  and 
indecisive,  our  defensive  system  has  been  supported  with  firmness 
and  effect  in  every  part  of  America,  and  when  it  has  been  departed 
from,  the  Bravery,  discipline  and  good  conduct  of  our  officers  and 
soldiers  have  been  eminently  conspicuous. 

The  seasonable  and  generous  assistance  of  the  Count  D'Estaiuff, 
and  the  Gallant  force  under  his  command,  tho'  not  attended  with 
all  the  success  which  our  sanguine  expectations  suggested,  may 
justly  be  reckoned  among  the  happy  events  of  the  year,  as  it  has 
disconcerted  the  Plans  of  the  Enemy,  been  attended  with  success 
in  capturing  many  of  their  vessels,  and  is,  in  every  respect,  a  fresh 
proof  of  the  Magnanimity  and  attention  of  our  allies,  which  will 
justly  endear  them  to  every  sincere  Lover  of  his  Country. 

The  expeditions  under  General  Sullivan  and  Colonel  Broadhead, 
will,  we  hope,  have  the  happy  effects  to  make  the  Savages  of  the 
wilderness  dread  the  weight  of  the  American  arms,  and  give  that 
safety  and  security  to  the  distressed  Frontiers  which  were  the  great 
objects  of  the  Expedition.  But  as  few  marks  of  submission  or  hu- 
miliation have  been  manifested,  and  from  some  late  appearances  on 
the  frontiers  of  Bedford  and  Northumberland,|the  Inhabitants  seem 
to  be  under  great  apprehensions  and  alarm,  we  cou'd  not  think  it

prudent  to  depend  so  far  on  the  success  as  to  admit  the  necessary 
preparation  to  repel  any  incursions  which  distress  or  revenge  mi^ 
induce  the  enemy  to  make,  and  have,  therefore,  procured  a  ooDsid- 
erahle  to  be  stationed  in  such  placlb  as  will  be  most 

likely  to  answer  this  desirable  purpose,  and  ease  the  minds  of  the 
good  people  in  that  quarter. 

Our  domestic  tranquility  has  been  interrupted  by  some  unbappy 
commotions,  to  which  free  States  have  in  all  ages  been  subject. 

We  trust  they  are  rather  to  be  considered  as  the  casual  o?8r- 
flowings  of  liberty  than  proceeding  from  avowed  licentiousnesSi  or 
contempt  of  Publick  authority,  and  as  it  is  the  first,  and  we  hope 
will  be  the  last  instance,  where  Individuals  will  take  the  Vindica- 
tion of  their  Zeal,  or  apprehended  injuries,  into  their  own  handfl. 
and  as  the  discussions  will  be  painfull  to  their  fellow  ciUaens  and 
open  a  breach  we  wish  to  see  closed,  we  submit  it  to  your  conaid- 
eration,  whether  an  act  of  oblivion  and  indemnity  will  not  ha¥e  a 
happy  tendency  to  compose  the  minds  of  the  people,  and  in  ita 
effects  prove  more  beneficial  to  the  Publick  interests,  than  a  ngor- 
ous  pursuit  of  legal  measures. 

The  institution  of  a  Court  of  Errors,  and  a  revisal  of  the  Law 
respecting  clandestine  marriages,  were  formerly  recommended  to 
the  Assembly  of  this  State,  but  the  Multiplicity  and  pressure  of 
other  objects  have  hitherto  Excluded  them  from  Publick  view. 

The  time  appears  to  us  favourable,  and  they  involve  considera- 
tions so  very  Interesting  to  the  liberty  and  happiness  of  the  State, 
that  we  wou'd  wish  so  see  them  meet  with  a  due  share  of  attention. 

The  Counterfeiting  the  Currency  of  the  United  States,  has  made 
such  an  alarming  progress  in  some  parts  of  the  State,  as  to  require 
a  severe  and  immediate  Check.  Th.e  Counterfeiting  the  Emissions 
of  an  early  date  is  by  special  Act  of  Assembly  a  capital  crime, 
while  the  same  practice  is  only  punishable  at  Common  Law  in  the 
case  of  late  emissions,  which  has  occasioned  a  distinction  of  Pun- 
ishments for  the  said  ofienco,  by  no  means  consonant  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  reason  and  justice,  or  the  feelings  of  Mankind ;  We  wou*d 
therefore,  recommend  the  passing  a  Law  subjecting  all  offenders  to 
penal  and  equal  Punishments. 

The  other  domestic  regulations  having  been  referred  specially  by 
your  predecessors,  your  vigilance  and  zeal  for  the  Publick  service 
and  the  interests  of  the  State,  make  it  unnecessary  for  us  to  enu- 
merate them. 

The  supplies  of  the  Army,  tho'  attended  with  very  heavy  ex- 
pence,  we  have  hitherto  been  able  to  compass  so  as  to  draw  the 
gratefull  acknowledgments  of  the  Troops  for  this  just  attention  to 
their  necessities. 

We  shall  in  a  few  days  forward  both  to  officers  and  Men,  so  com* 
pleat  a  supply  of  Cloathing,  both  in  Quantity  and  Quality,  as  will 
•  enable  tj^em  to  meet  the  rigours  of  the  approaching  season  with 
ease  and  chearfulness. 
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Bat  while  we  cod  template  with  gratcfall  Batisfaction  the  general 
proq^eet  of  Public  and  domestic  affairs,  we  cannot  help  expressing 
our  concern  and  apprehensions  on  the  state  of  Publick  Credit. 
The  depreciation  of  the  Currency  and  its  fat-al  consequences  to  the 
Honour  and  interest  of  America,  seem  now  so  generally  felt  and 
acknowledged,  that  we  trust  a  safe  and  sure  foundation  is  laid  for 
the  success  of  any  measures  which  may  be  adopted  to  check  this 
growing  and  alarming  evil. 

How  far  any  State  can  safely  adopt  a  separate  system  on  a  mat- 
ter of  so  great  and  general  concern^  wo  cannot  venture  to  decide, 
hat  we  can  have  no  doubt  the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of 
Pensjivania  will  countenance  and  promote  every  measure  that 
will  tend  to  establish  the  Publick  ffaith,  and  fix  it  upon  a  solid 
Itaii  of  truth  and  justice.  Wo  shall  think  our  time  and  labour 
dtfoted  to  the  most  valuable  purposes,  if  we  render  the  Publick 
aay  service  on  this  important  point,  and  in  every  other  shall  en- 
dttTOor  as  far  as  depends  on  us,  to  forward  the  business  of  the 
State  with  dispatch,  utility^  and  mutual  satisfaction. 

The  Secretary  will  deliver  you  sundry  resolves  of  the  Honoura- 
ble, the  Continental  Congress  of  the  United  States,  on  Matters  of 
great  importance  to  the  General  Interests,  and  also,  several  other 
Pablick  papers  from  our  Sister  States,  which  we  must  recommend 
to  joor  serious  consideration.

Ship  or  Veasel  on  which  any  such  Ooods  and  Victuals  shall  be 
laden,  of  which  the  Naval  Officer  and  all  Merchants,  Shippers, 
Qbptains  of  Vessels,  and  others  concerned,  are  hereby  required 
to  tike  Notice,  and  Govern  themselves  accordingly.     This  Embargo

«ad  especially  for  that  He  hath  been  pleased  to  Grant  us  the  en- 
joyment of  Health,  and  so  to  akor  tbe  revolving  Seasons  that  the 
Earth  %ath  ^ loduced  her  increase  in  absndance,  blessing  the  la- 
bours of  tbe  Husbandman,  and  spreading  plenty  thro'  tbe  land ;

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•ind  Whereoij  In  purraanoe  of  the  said '  orden,  William  Brad- 1  ,- 
ford,  Tench  Franois,  James  Ashe,  Isaac  Melchor,  William  Hall, 
Andrew  T?bont,  David  Duncan,  William  Miller,  William  Forbes, 
Thomas  Shields,  and  Joseph  Cowperthwaite,  haye  proceeded,  at  a 
mat  ezpence,  to  cut  down  considerable  quantities  of  said  Wood 
ror  the  uses  aforesaid,  which  have  been  since  taken  by  William 
,  Wood  and  his  servants,  and  that  divers  pretences  have  been  set  up, 
under  which  sundry  persons  threaten  taking  farther  quantities  of 
Wood,  and  commit  unlawfall  waste  on  the  sud  premises }  Where- 
upon, 

Jfesolvedf  That  the  Justices  of  the  peace  of  this  city  and  county 
be  directed,  upon  proof  made  to  them  of  the  said  Wood  being 
brought  from  the  said  land  to  this  city  by  any  persons  other  than 
those  mentioned  herein,  vist :  William  Bradford,  and  others,  to 
seise  the  same  as  Pnblick  property,  and  bind  over  to  Court  the  said

The  Committee  appointed  by  Council  to  enquire  into  the  state  of 
the  Barracks  at  Philadelphia,  &ca.,  do  report,  that  they  have  been 
at  the  Barracks,  and  made  enquiry  into  their  state;  that  they  find 
them  in  a  very  ruinous  condition,  all  the  Bedsteads  (except  a  few 
in  the  Invalid  quarter)  missing,  having  been  burned,  as  we  are  in- 
formed, for  want  of  Wood;  Almost  all  the  Glazing  of  the  windows 
broken,  plaistering  pulled  down,  the  laths  &  partitions  cut  up  to 
light  fires,  the  floors  much  cut  and  injured,  the  soldiers  having 
brought  their  wood  into  the  rooms,  and  there  cut  up  for  their  fires; 
The  rooms  &  galleries  are  so  full  of  filth  and  ordure  as  to  render 
these  places  extremely  offensive ;  in  short,  the  whole  of  the  build- 
ings are  in  very  bad  order.  We  have  farther  to  report  that,  besides 
Isaac  Melchoir,  Barrack  Master  General,  there  are  the  following 
persons  employed  there,  most  of  which  are  entirely  useless,  to  wit : 

Gibbs  Jones,  who  stiles  himself  Chief  Barrack  Master,  and  on 
the  ration  return,  draws  also  as  Captain  of  Artillery. 

Christian  Shaffer,  assistant  Barrack  Master  and  Superintendant 
of  the  Carpenters.  Note.  We  found  no  Carpenters  at  Work  there, 
nor  heard  of  there  having  been  any  for  some  time  past.

Besides  Colonel  Melchior's  riding  Horses,  and  those  of  his  assis* 
taDts,  each  having  one,  there  are  four  spare  jiorses;  we  com'd  not 
find  out  tor  what  use. 

It  appears  to  ns,  upon  our  own  view,  and  the  best  information 
we  .OMfd  get,  that  the  following  officers,  and  no  more,  are  necessary : 
One  Barrack  blaster. 
One  Assistant 
One  Clerk. 
One  Issuer. 
One  Waggon  Master. 
And,  415  the  Wood  for  the  use  of  the  barracks  is  now  to  be  c«t, 
there  not  being  any  store  laid  in,  one  Superin4;endant  over  the  Wood 
Cutters,  'till  a  sufficiency  is  procured  aod  may  be  necessary. 

That  upon  a  speciall  enquiry,  what  Wood  had  been  served  out, 
and  what  prospects  there  are,  it  appears  to  the  Committee  that 
great  part  of  the  fall  and  Winter  there  has  been  only  half  allow- 
ance, and  that  very  irregularly  served. 

That  they  have  been  occasioually  two  days  without  Wood,  even 
to  cook  their  victuals,  by  which  means  the  Buildings  and  Fences 
in  the  Neighbourhood  had  suffered,  which  had  occasioned  great  dis- 
tmrbance  amongst  the  inhabitants,  so  as  not  only  to  break  the  peace, 
but  esdanger  the  lives  of  both  soldiers  and  citizens;  That  there  is 
aot  at  present  any  stock  of  Wood  or  other  supply  than  from  day  to 
day,  and  that  so  insufficient,  that  unless  there  is  some  effectual  re- 
form, in  x»se  of  bad  roads  or  bad  weather,  which  may  be  expected 
at  this  season,  they  will  be  destitute,  and  the  like  abnses  en  the 
Buildings  and  «n  the  Neighborhood  probably  renewed. 

That  upon  the  whole,  it  appears  to  thq  Committee  that  the  Gen- 
eiml  Interests,  as  well  as  those  of  the  dtate,  by  w4iom  that  Building 
was  Erected,  and  has  been  maintained  at  a  great  ezpence,  will  hi 
materially  injured,  unless  some  effectual  remedy  be  applied.

A  PROCLAMATION.

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kttre  beeo  hitherto  niBpeuded,  io  m  to  aflbrd  k  jost  and  reanracblo 
«zpeot«tioa  that  they  might  be  terminated  in  peffect  consialenif 
with  the  General  InlereBts  of  the  Common  Udiod,  sod  the  Mutual 
Firendsbip  between  the  oonteading  States  :  For  the  attainment  of 
this  desitab1»  end,  pTOpositions  were  heretofore  mwh  on  the  part  of 
this  State  to  appoint  (jommiBsionera  to  adjuit  the  said  Boundary 
line,  which  were  acceded  to  on  the  part  of  VirgiiHa,  and  the  u«l 
GommissioDers  having  met  on  the  thirty-first  day  oi  August  laat^ 
entered  int[>  the  foliowing  agreement:  "  Wee,  Qenrge  Bryan,  John  • 
Ewing  and  David  Bittenbouse,  ConmissionerB  from  the  State  of 
Pensylnnia,  And  We,  James  Maddison-,  and  Kobert  Androws, 
Commiaaioners  for  the  State  of  Vir^nis,  do  hereby  mntaally,  ia 
behalf  of  oar  respective  States,  ratify  and  oonfinn  the  foUMriag 
agreement,  Vizi :  to  extend  Mason  and  Dixon's  line  due  West  in

And  Whereat^  There  is  great  rsason  to  believe  that  these  mev 
snres  have  originated  from  Miarcpresen  tat  ions,  and  other  artifioes 
of  some  wic'ited  and  designing  persons,  who  are  seeking  to  invoWt 
these  States  in  enmity  and  Hostility  to  each  other,  without  regard 
to  the  great  and  Common  interests  of  Amencftpwhicbean  only  be 
preserved  by  perfect  harzuony  and  concord  between  its  several 
membcrB;  and  that  tike  authority  of  Virginia,  i^n  a  due  cooBid- 
flration  of  the  eircutDslances  above  recited,  in  vhich  are  eompre- 
bended  those  obligations  of  Honoar,  Good  feick  and  duty,  which 
are  held  most  sacred  amon^i  StateB,  as  well  as  indiftiduuls,  wilt 
disavow  or  recall  the  offeosive  powers  sow  exerciaed  within  the 
dispnted  TeTritory,  o*  otherwis*  Buppress  all  further  proceeding 
thereiD,  and  in  all  re^eola  paj  doe  re^rd  aod  obedience  ta  thft 
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following,  the  reeofameiidation  of  the  Honoorable  ifae  CongireaBy  ii 
thii  behalf:

Wbeueas,  It  apf>ear8  to  Congress  from  the  representation  of 
the  delegates  of  the  State  of  Fensyl^mDia,  that  dispvies  hafe 
arisen  between  the  States  of  Peneylvania  and  Vireinia,  velative  to 
the  extent  of  their  Boundttries,  which  may  probaltMy  be  prodoctiye 
of  serioas  evils  to  both  States,  and  tend  to  lessen  their  exertions

Gentlemen, 

At  this  critical  period,  when  such  a  variety  of  important  conceras 
6^  for  your  wisdom  and  attention,  your  punctual  attendance  oo 
Public  business  must  afford  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  your  con- 
stitaents.  The  evils  arising  from  want  of  discipline  and  experi- 
ence in  War,  being  happily  surmounted  by  the  skill  of  our  officers 
Md  the  bravery  of  our  Troops,  tbe  Citizens  and  Yeomen  of  the 
State  seem  now  called  upon  in  a  peculiar  manner  to  manifest  their 
^ue,  spirit  and  firmness,  in  supporting  this  noble  and  necessary 
contest,  so  as  to  bring  it  to  a  happy  issue.  The  farther  emissions 
of  GoDtioental  Money  having  now  ceased,  seems  to  afford  a  solid 
foaadation  for  establishing  public  Credit  upon  some  fixed  principles, 
Ukd  ensuring  the  public  supplies.  The  alacrity  with  which  the 
Assemblies  of  this  State  have  enacted  Laws  for  raising  money  by 
Tues,  as  recommended  by  the  Honourable  Congress,  demonstrates^ 
their  seal  for  the  General  Cause,  and  has  induced  us  to  exert  the 
anthority  entrusted  to  us  to  execute  them  with  energy  and  expcdi* 
lion.  For  this  end  we  have  specially  called  upon  all  officers  through- 
out the  State  elected  to  this  necessary  duty,  requiring  their  utmost 
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exertioDS,  and  we  trust  every  good  Man  and  lover  of  hia  Coontij 
will  yield  a  cheerfull  compliance  and  assistance. 

We  lay  before  you  sundry  resolutions  of  the  Honourable  Con- 
gress on  this  subject,  and  also  for  procuring  such  supplies  of  speoi- 
fick  articles  as  the  resources  of  this  State  may  enable  her  to  fur- 
nish in  the  common  cause.  Wc  also  lay  before  you  sundry  papers 
on  the  affairs  of  the  frontiers,  which  in  various  respects  requires  the 
attention  of  the  House  at  the  present  sessions.

return  for  similar  privileges  granted  the  inhabitants  andsnbjecii  of 
these  States  within  his  Kingdom,  agreeable  to  the  Treaty  of  AUi- 
ance,  pers waded  that  every  opportunity  to  manifest  our  attachment 
to  this  great  and  good  Prince,  and  the  Interests  of  his  subjects, 
must  be  highly  acceptable  to  the  good  people  of  this  State.

Message  from  the  President  and  Council  to  the  Representatives 
of  the  Freemen  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met. 

Gentlemen — The  resolutions  of  the  Honourable  Congress  for 
recruiting  the  Continental  Army,  having  been  Communicated  to  us, 
we  think  it  necessary  to  lay  them  before  you,  without  loss  of  time. 
We  cannot  doubt  your  concurrence  in  sentiment  jrith  us,  that  true 
Wisdom  and  sound  polocy  suggest  a  Vigorous  preparation  for 
the  ensuing  Campaign,  as  the  most  effectual  means  to  repel  any 
invasion  of  the  enemy,  and  compel  them  to  accede  to  safe  and  hon- 
ourable terms  of  peace. 

An  account  of  the  Troops  furnished  by  this  State  to  the  Fcederal 
Army  is  now  laid  before  you,  formed  upon  the  returns  made  at  the 
close  of  the  last  Campaign.  And  it  is  so  little  deficient  of  the  num- 
ber required  from  the  State  for  the  ensuing  Campaign,  that  we 
may  justly  presume  (Other  States  supporting  a  due  proportion)  a 
vigorous  and  effective  army  may  take  the  field  the  approaching  sea- 
son. 
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The  restless  ambition  and  tyranny  of  that  power  which  has 
hitherto  waged  inexpiable  War  against  these  StateS}  still  urges  her 
to  GODtinue  the  hopeless  conflict.     But  surely  we  may,  without  ar- 
it'fftiice,  presume,  that  if  single  and  unprovided  we  could  success- 
fully cope  with  this  once  mighty  power,  we  may  now,  with  the 
siipport  of  great  and  powerful!  princes,  easily  crash  these  last  efforts 
of  disappointment  and  despair.     The  resources  of  America  are 
great;  we  possess  every  requisite  for  War;  and  can  it  be  doubted, 
^bat  wisdom  or  virtue  will  now  be  wanting  to  draw  them  forth  for 
^^e  public  service,  and  establish  our  liberty,  Sovereigntyv  and  inde- 
pQDdence,  on  the  most  solid  foundation. 

The  Secretary  will  also  lay  before  you  some  sentiments  of  the 
Minister  of  his  most  Christian  Majesty,  now  residing  here,  on  that 
^tiicle  of  the  Treaty  of  alliance  which  establishes  the  reciprocal 
^ghts  of  French  and  American  subjects  in  the  respective  countries, 
Vi^ther  with  the  Edict  of  his  most  Christian  Majesty,  Conforma- 
^e  to  the  Treaty.     We  are  persuaded  that  your  Honourable  house 
Will,  from  duty  and  inclination,  embrace  every  Occasion  to  Cherish 
%nd  strengthen  the  Bonds  of  Union  and  affection,  happily  subsist- 
ing between  the  two  Nations,  and  ripen  them  into  the  most  solid 
and  permanent  friendship,  to  which  a  security  of  property,  and 
mutual  communication  of  rights  and  privileges,  must  have  a  happy 
and  beneficial  tendency.

Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly : 

We  think  it  proper  to  communicate  to  yon  some  papers  interest- 
ing to  the  State  generally,  and  the  frontiers  particularly.  We 
doubt  not  you  wiH  think  them  worthy  your  special  attention.  In 
the  line  of  our  duty  we  shall  gladly  co-operate  with  your  Hon'ble 
house  for  the  relief  of  those  unfortunate  Settlers,  whose  distresses 
and  difficulties  are  of  so  complicated  and  encreasing  a  nature. 

In  conformity  to  the  desire  of  the  Assembly  at  the  last  Session, 
we  transmitted  to  the  authority  of  Connecticut,  on  the  eighth  day 
of  December  last,  your  proposition  for  an  amicable  settlement  of 
that  dispute,  on  the  principals  of  the  Confederation,  to  which  we 
had  not  received  any  answer,  nor  do  we  learn  whether  any  pro- 
ceeding whatever  has  been  had  thereupon.

The  Supreme  Executive  authority  of  the  State,  on  the  fiftertw 
day  of  December  last,  through  the  Delegates  of  this  Stat«,  *"• 
dressed  the  Honourable  (^onirrcss  of  the  United  States  on  the* 
happy  dispute  subsisting  botwoen  this  State  and  Virginia. 

The  proccedure  of  Congress  tliercupon,  breathed  such  i  ^ 
of  Wisdom,  Moderation,  and  attention  to  the  gt'nerril  intercati,** 
well  as  the  rights  of  tho  contending  States,  that  we  cooM  ^ 
doubt  it  would  have  been  received  with  that  respect  and  acquie«c«i* 
it  so  highly  deserved.  Presuming  fully  upon  this,  it  was  coffl*** 
nicated  to  the  inhabitants  of  Pennsylvania,  accompanied  wiA  ^ 
most  decisive  directions  to  yield  a  cheerfull  and  punctual  complin* 
Our  proceedings  herein,  with  your  resolve,  were  transmitted  totM 
Supremo  Executive  authority  of  Virginia,  and  also,  to  those  f* 
under  their  authority  were  oppressing  and  harrassing  the  inooccrt 
and  unfortunate  settlers  of  Pennsylvania.  But  this  evc«J* 
demonstrated  how  vain  tfe  delusive  are  those  hopes  which  ^ 
founded  on  the  justice  or  moderation  of  the  State  of  Virp"* 
We  are  authorized  to  declare,  that  your  resolution  has  been  tree^ 
with  a  disregard  bordering  upon  contempt;  that  our  friendlj*^* 
postulations  on  the  impolicy  &  cruelty  of  their  proceedings,  hiTeiWj 
with  the  like  fate;  and  we  now  find  ourselves  reduced  to  the** 
alternative  of  seeing  a  number  of  honest,  industrious  settlers,^ 
have  peaceably  purchased,  cultivated,  and  enjoyed  their  landBiw 
many  years,  under  Titles  of  this  State,  now  dispossessed  and  ^ 
ined,  or  enter  into  a  contest,  which  to  us  is  dreadfnll  inconteiip 
tion.  The  Oenious  and  temper  of  the  people  of  this  State  his  B*^ 
rally  led  them,  on  all  occasion j>,  to  prefer  accommodttioB  ^ 
hostility,  and  even  to  seek  the  path  of  peace  with  an  etmefltBi' 
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irbich  ungenerous  minds  may  have  mistaken  for  timidity  or  weak- 
nes.  For  proofs  of  this  disposition,  we  may  safely  appeal  to  the 
Becords  of  Virginia,  to  Congress,  and  to  the  whole  World,  While 
perpetual  oncroachment  and  aggressions  have  irritated  and  distressed 
the  Inhabitants  of  this  State,  what  people.  State,  or  country,  have 
vc  invaded,  or  insulted,  or  who  has  complained  against  us  ? 

By  the  great  contest  with  the  common  Enemy,  we  have  raised 
Troops  only  to  oppose  the 'common  enemy.  Regiments  raised. 
Officered,  &  equipped  by  the  State,  instead  of  being  employed  to 
make  Conquei^ts,  extend  Settlements,  or  cover  Commissions  and 
WTveyors,  while  Garblingoutlands  within  disputed  Territory,  have 
been  yielded  to  the  general  defence.  The  Staple  Commodity  of 
the  State  locked  by  a  general  Embargo,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  to  the  entire  Stagnation  of  all  trade,  While  the  staple 
of  Virginia  has  had  a  free  and  general  exportation.  The  loans  of 
thbState  have  greatly  exceeded  every  Other,  and  the  Journals  of  Cou- 
gress&hew  that  the  United  States  have  availed  themselves  of  our 
Taxes  for  present  supply  in  as  great  a  proportion,  and  as  Season- 
tbly  as  any  other  State,  whatever  misinformation  or  prejudice  may 
suggest  to  the  contrary.  Our  State  has  been  invaded  and  our  Capi- 
tal possessed  by  the  enemy.  Our  frontiers  desolatnd  by  the  Sava- 
ges Our  internal  Strength  greatly  diminished,  tho' not  exhausted, 
by  the  supplies  of  evory  kind,  which,  in  cons<!qucnce  of  our  local 
sitnation,  we  have  air)rded  to  the  common  Cause. 

Under  these  circumstance**,  we  must  want  the  common  feelings  of 
Men  and  Citizons,  if  we  could,  without  concern,  see  tho  State  im- 
poverished and  insulted,  &  its  inhabitants  reduced  to  beggary  and 
wniuLeducs.**,  by  those  who  stile  themselves  our  brethern. 

The  suffijrings  of  these  p:)or  people,  as  they  justly  observe,  would 
probably  have  been  much  less  if  the  arms  of  Britain  had  prevailed. 
The  calamities  of  that  event  would  scarcely  have  reached  their  ob- 
Muro  aud  distant  dwellings,  while  the  hand  of  publick  and  private 
rapacity  now  reaches  the  inmost  recesses  of  their  country.  It  is 
known  to  all  America,  that  Connnij'>ioncrs,  appointed  by  mutual 
consent,  have  actually  setled  the  boundaries  of  this  disputed  Terri- 
tory, and  that  the  lands  on  which  these  oppressive  and  unjust 
Claims,  both  of  Jurisdiction  and  property,  arc  now  exercised,  are 
near  forty  Miles  within  tho  Territory  admitted  to  belong  to  Penn- 
sylvania. We  are  also  assured  by  publick  authority  of  Virginii, 
that  this  agreement  will  probably  be  confirmed  at  a  future  day.

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We  do  not  ask  the  farther  iateriKMition  of  your  Hoii*b1e  Bd^ 
We  should  be  sorry  to  commit  the  dignity  &  honour  of  CongTHii 
fi&rther  resolves,  which  will  probably  be  equally  diaregarded  iA| 
those  already  passed  touching  the  Claims  and  proceedings  of  H 
State,  whose  views  and  designs  are  too  plain  to  be  misnndenlii 
and  too  alarming  to  be  longer  overlooked.  Bat  codboiohs  of  fl 
Justice  of  our  case,  of  our  pure  and  ptcifio  intentions,  we  are  anzki 
to  stand  Justified  in  the  Eyes  of  Congress  and  of  the  World  i 
the  part  we  are  now  called  to  act.  Every  peaceable  overture  beu 
rejected,  your  rccdmmcndation  set  at  nought,  and  the  hand  of  n 
Icnce  and  oppression  stretched  against  our  peaceable  GitinBi^ 
fatal  necessity  compels  us  to  adopt  sentiments  of  a  different  Datm 
If  the  recollection  of  former  Affection,  with  a  sense  of  the  daafi 
to  the  common  cause,  and  injustice  and  impropriety  of  the  meiiiM 
of  which  we  shall  Complain,  shall  induce  Virginia  to  adopt  a  ncR 
Just,  equitable,  and  friendly  system,  We  have  no  resentneik 
which  we  cannot  readily  and  chcarfully  Sacrifice  to  the  geneiil  i^ 
tercsts. 

But  if  Pennsylvania  must  arm  for  her  internal  defence,  iuIh' 
of  recruiting  her  Continental  line ;  if  her  attention  and  mpplB 
must  be  diverted  in  like  manner;  if  the  common  enemy,  enoooitf' 
by  our  division,  should  prolong  the  War;  Interesta  of  oar  sMff 
States  and  the  common  cause  be  injured  or  distressed;  we  tntftM 
shall  stand  justly  acquitted  before  them  and  the  whole  WorMjn^

On  consideration  of  the  resolves  of  the  Ilon'ble  house  of  Oeal 
Assembly,  respecting  Mrs.  Murray  and  respecting  Mrs.  FergnsoB, 
The  following  Message  was  prepared,  and  Ordered  to  be  aigned  by 
the  President  d  presented  to  the  Gcn'l  Assembly : 

.Message  from  the  President  and  Council  to  the  representatives  of 
the  Freemen  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met. 

Gentlemen  : — We  should  be  wanting  in  duty  to  our  statioa,  is 
well  as  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  State,  if  we  did  not  express 
our  concern  at  the  interference  of  your  Hon'ble  House  in  matters 
merely  of  an  Executive  nature,  and  which  have  been  already  under 
the  cognizance  of  this  Board,  and  received  a  full  determination. 

The  importunity  of  the  petitioners  has  doubtless  operated  npon 
the  indulgence  of  the  house,  but  we  flatter  ourselves  they  rely  upon 
the  wisdom  and  spirit  of  Council  in  refusing  the  applications,  where 
they  appear  inconsistent  with  plain  positive  law,  or  the  rights  of 
the  Council,  as  declared  by  the  constitution. 

Three  instances  have  occurred  in  the  present  session,  and  as  tbej 
have  an  evident  tendency  to  lessen  the  weight  and  importance  of 
the  Council  in  the  Eyes  of  the  people,  we  cannot  but  request  yoor 
Hon'ble  house  to  consider  what  our  feelings  are  on  such  oecasioni) 
and  to  recollect  with  what  proper  Jcalmsy  a  former  house  viewed 
even  the  appearance  of  this  Board  interfering  in  their  deliberatioDS. 

Tke  case  of  Mrs.  Murray  was  fully  considered  by  the  Coaneil, 
and  we  found  ourselves  restrained  by  a  law  of  the  State,  from  giving 
the  relief  desired,  if  the  circumstances  had  otherwise  warranted  it} 
this  law  is  yet  in  full  force,  nor  can  any  act  of  ours,  or  even  a  vote 
of  the  house,  legally  dispcnco  with  or  annul  it.  We  cannot  sup- 
pose that  the  Legislative  wish  to  acquire  popularity  at  the  expenee 
of  the  Executive  authority,  much  less  that  they  would  furnish  the 
Enemies  of  the  Government  with  a  proof  of  the  dangers  arisine 
from  a  single  branch  of  Legislature,-  which  has  been  so  olteii  and 
frequently  asserted.  But  is  most  evident  that  botb  these  ire  eon- 
Beqasneei  flowing  from  thi»  kind  e€  iuterpoHtiott,  and  thai  w»  son- 
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lult  tbe  nal  iotereBto  of  tha  State  in  thus  I'^ing  before  7011  ear

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Wberbab,  The  Hon'e  house  of  Assembly  in  their  last  Session, 
duly  seoeiblc  of  the  exigencies  of  War  and  the  necessity  of  sodden 
and  extraordinary  exertions  in  times  of  special  difficulty  and  danger, 
did  vest  in  this  Council  a  power  to  declare  Martial  law,  for  snob 
purposes  and  bo  far  as  the  same  might  be  conducive  to  the  publick 
security,  and  the  safely  and  defence  of  the  good  and  &ithfall  Citi- 
zeos  of  thi^  Commonwealth  : 

And  Whereat,  Since  the  passing  the  said  resolution,  the  Uon'bo 
Committee  of  Congress,  now  with  the  Army,  and  his  BxoelVy  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  have  in  the  most  pressing  and  cogent  terms 
represented  the  absolute  necessity  of  procuring  certain  enamerated 
supplies  for  the  Army,  in  so  short  a  space  of  time  that  the  usual 
and  ordinary  forms  must  he  dispensed  with,  or  the  requisition  re- 
nun  unexecuted,  and  the  lal«  offensive  movement  of  tha  enemy, 
of  which  certain  intelligence  has  beeu  just  reoeived,  admits  of  do 
delay  in  procuring  a  nnnber  of  horiM  ud  Waggons,  to  be  fwwardsd 
with  all  expedition  to  Camp : 
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And  wheretUy  The  indiscriminate  ftdmission  of  all  strangers  inUi 
this  Citj  without  examiDation  or  enquiry,  enables  our  artful  and  in- 
veterate enei%  to  introduce  their  spies  and  emissaries,  distribute  thtir 
counterfeit  money,  and  by  such  like  practices  defeat  the  best  designs 
for  the  publick  welfare,  and  can  no  longer,  with  a  due  regard  to  our 
own  safety,  be  permitted  or  connived  at;  for  the  preventing  whereof,  we 
have  thought  proper  to  direct  an  office  of  enquiry  to  be  opened, 
and  Commi>8ioDer8  to  be  appointed,  with  power  and  authority  to 
apprcheud  all  suspicious  persons,  and  take  such  other  measures  is 
the  publick  safety  may  require  :  Wherefore,  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said and  no  farther  at  present,  we  have  thought  proper,  and  do 
hereby  declare  Martial  law,  authorizing  and  requiring  the  persons 
by  us  to  be  appointed,  to  proceed  as  they  may  be  specially  directed 
from  time  to  time,  to  execute  the  purposes  aforesaid,  for  all  which,  this 
our  Proclamation  shall  be  their  sufBcient  Warrant  and  authority. 
And  we  do  in  like  manner  require  all  Ofhcers,  Civil  and  Militaryy 
and  all  other  the  faithful  inhabitants  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  aid 
&  assist  them  therein,  as  they  tender  their  own  welfire  and  safety, 
and  as  they  will  answer  the  contrary  at  their  peril.

and  a  commission  accordingly  passed  the  great  seal  of  this  Com* 
monwealth ;  which  when  compieated,  was  in  the  following  words, 
Vizt: 

State  of  Pennsylvania,  in  North  America :  His  Excellency 
JOSEPH  REED,  Esq'r,  President  and  Commander-in-Chief,  The 
Hon'ble  tjie  Supreme  Executive  Council,  and  the  Hon'ble  John 
Bayard,  Esq'r,  Speaker  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  said  State: 

To  all  Christian  Kings,  Princes,  Powers,  States,  Republicks,  Cities, 
and  Companies,  and  all  others  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come| 
greeting :  • 

Whereas,  The  Legislature  of  the  said  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
in  their  late  Session,  held  at  the  State  House  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, did,  on  the  29lh  day  of  May  last,  resolve  and  declare  u 
follows,  Vizt : 

Whereas^  The  present  Just  and  necessary  War  was  entered  into 
for  the  attainment  of  the  inestimable  blessings  of  liberty,  and  secore 
enjoyment  of  property,  the  benefits  whereof  will  extend  not  only

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ritj  aforesaid,  with  the  purpose  aforesaid ;  and  also  for  the  hon- 
ourable and  faithful!  repa;fm6Qt  of  the  sums  so  lent^  with  the 
Interest  as  aforesaid,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  contract  or 
agreement  so  to  be  made  in  bcha]f  of  this  State.  t 

Resolved,  That  this  house,  at  their  next  session,  will  provide  by 
law  specific  funds  for  the  immediate  payment  of  the  interest  of  the 
money  so  borrowed,  or  to  be  borrowed  or  contracted  for,  and  also 
for  the  repayment  of  the  principal  thereof;  as  the  same  shall  here- 
after become  due. 

We,  therefore,  the  said  President,  the  said  Supreme  Executive 
Council,  and  Speaker  of  the  said  house  of  Assembly,  being  duly 
and  fully  authorized  as  aforesaid,  do  nominate,  constitute  and  ap- 

Soint  the  Hon'ble  James  Scarle,  Esq'r,  one  of  the  delegates  of  this 
tate  in  the  Hon'be  in  the  Continental  Congress  of  the  United 
States  of  North  America,  late  Chairman  of  the  Commercial  Com- 
mittee of  the  said  Congress,  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University 
of  the  said  State,  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  Militia  thereof,  to 
be  our  agent,  to  Negociate  and  act  in  the  most  effectual  and  effica- 
eious  manner  as  possible  can  be  done,  for  the  executing  the  act  and 
resolution  hereinbefore  recited,  and  for  that  purpose  and  effect,  do 
promise  and  engage,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  said  State, 
that  every  contract  and  engagement  into  which  he  may  enter  for 
procuring  the  said  sum  of  money,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  also  in

cessary and  proper  by  the  several  contracting  parties,  by  these 
presents  most  solemnly  &  inviolably  binding  and  obliging  this 
State  to  fulfill  and  acquit  the  same,  agreeable  and  in  strict  con- 
formity to  the  conditions,  terms  and  stipulations  therein  ex- 
pressed.

Sir  : — You  will  herewith  receive  a  commission  or  power  of  it* 
tornej,  under  the  Great  Soul  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  enable  jot 
to  negociate  a  Loan  for  the  special  uses  of  this  State ;  this  pover 
or  authority  is  founded  on  a  solemn  act  of  the  Legislature,  and  ii 
pursuance  thereof,  you  will  with  all  convenient  expedition  deptrt 
for  Europe  on  the  above  bifsiness,  and  proceeding  to  such  cosn- 
tries  or  states  as  you  shall  Judge  most  likely  to  favour  your  vieva, 
&  negotiate  with  any  publick  bodies,  private  companies  or  Indi* 
viduals,  the  above  mentioned  loan.  And  in  the  prosooution  thereof 
you  will  please  to  conform  to  the  foUowiDg  particulars  : 

First.  That  the  sum  to  be  borrowed  amount  to  two  bundled 
thousand  pounds  sterling,  if  it  can  be  obtained ;  and  if  so  msdi 
cannot  be  obtained,  then  as  nearly  that  amount  as  possible. 

Secondly.  That  the  Interest  upon  the  sum  borrowed  do  not  ex- 
ceed five  per  cent,  per  annum ;  if  it  can  be  obtained  on  better 
terms,  it  will  be  the  greater  advantage  to  the  State. 

Thirdly.  That  the  time  of  repayment  of  the  principal  do  not 
exceed  ten  years,  in  which  time  it  is  presumed  the  interest  aod 
situation  of  the  State  may  make  it  proper  and  convenient  to  reim* 
burse  a  part,  if  not  the  whole,  of  the  principal. 

Fourthly.  Xou  are  to  correspond  constantly  with  the  Presideot, 
or  in  case  of  his  death  or  absence,  with  the  Vice  President  of  the 
State,  giving  as  particular  and  precise  an  account  of  your  proceed- 
ings as  may  be.

Specie  to  the  President  and  Council ;  one-fourth  part  to  be  hid 
out  in  such  articles  of  Merchandize  as  will  be  most  usefuU  tad 

Erofi table,  such  as  Coarse  Linncns  and  Woollens,  Sail-duck,  OsBi- 
rigs,  one  hundred  chests  of  Bohca  Tea,  &  twenty-five  chests  of 
Oreen. 

Sixthly.  The  money  and  goods  to  be  sent  in  Butch  bottoms,  by 
way  of  St.  Eustatia,  addressed  to  the  order  of  Curzon  and  Grover 
nieur.  Merchants  there,  whom  you  will  advise  particularly. 

But  as  this  circuitous  rout  will  greatly  delay  the  supplies,  which 
are  much  wanted,  we  leave  to  your  Judgment  and  discretion  to 
Ship  on  freight,  if  it  can  be  done,  in  Vessels  of  not  less  than  twen- 
ty-six Guns,  nine  pounders  each ;  or  if  no  such  opportunities  of 
fireight  can  be  procured,  we  authoriie  you  to  charter  two  such  Yes- 
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selB  fi>r  the  special  parpose,  if  70a  Bhall  think  proper,  in  either 
cue  HSsuriog  them  of  a  return  freight  of  the  etsple  or  this  State, 
or  of  tobacco.

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listmeoi,  in  the  Continental  Labaratory,  preparing  ammunition,  &ca*., 
in  which  they  are  very  expert  and  useful ;  that  they  are  in  a  very  des- 
titute condition  for  want  of  cloathes  and  other  necessaries,  owing,  as 
•Colonel  Nichola  represents,  to  a  pnntilio  of  their  Captain,  who  would 
not  acknowledge  any  subordination  to  Colonel  Flower,  under  whose 
general  superintendance  as  Commissary  of  Military  Stores,  other 
artificers  were,  and  received  supplies  from  the  United  States,  he 
contending  that  this  was  an  independent  company  of  artillery,  only 
subject  to  the  orders  of  General  Knox;  that  under  these  circum- 
stances, if  the  construction  of  the  terms  of  enlistment  for  three 
yeara,  or  during  the  war,  is  to  give  the  soldier  the  election,  these 
men,  or  some  of  them,  are  now  entitled  to  their  discharge,  but  if 
the  election  is  in  the  publick,  they  are  still  bound  ;  but  this  is  a 
point  to  the  decision  of  which  the  Board  does  not  esteem  itself  com- 
petent ;  that  by  referring  to  the  votes  of  the  Assembly,  and  an  act 
passed  the  day  of  February  last,  it  appears  that  it  was  the 

desire  of  the  House  that  this  company,  with  three  others,  vizt : 
Proctor's,  Lee's,  and  Jones's,  which  had  been  raised  in  this  State 
as  independent  companies,  but  are  now  very  yiuch  reduced,  and 
most  of  the  officers  resigned,  should  be  incorporated  into  the  re- 
giment of  artillery  belonging  to  the  State ;  that  the  President  of 
this  State  conferred  thereupon  with  General  Knox  last  winter,  who 
approved  of  the  incorporation  as  highly  beneficial,  and  proposed  as

The  Lieutenauts  of  Chester  and  Philadelphia  counties;  and  of 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  having  suggest  sundry  doubts  on  the 
jnilitia  law,  in  oonsequenoe  of  which  vSbj  delayed  proceeding  againiit 
delinquents. 
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Hesoloed,  Tlmt  the  Chief  Justice,  JuBtice  Brjan,  and  the  Attor- 
nej  General,  be  requested  to  give  the  Board  their  opinion  there* 
upon,  and  in  consequence  a  letter  was  sent  to  each,  stating  the 
points  in  which  their  opinion  was  required,  and  requesting  their 
attendance  in  Council  to-morrow  morning  at  ten  o'clock. 

The  Hon'blo  Mr.  Holker,  Consul  of  France,  having  certified  that 
he  had  shipped  200  barrels  of  flour  on  board  the  Schooner  L'amia- 
ble.

Jiesolved^  That  permissions  be  granted  the  said  vessels  to  elear 
out  of  this  port,  the  Captains  conforming  to  the  act  of  Assembly  of 
this  iState,  entitled  An  act  for  regulating  navigation  and  trade  in 
this  State. 

A  letter  from  Colonel  Brodhead,  dated  the  twenty-first  day  of 
August,  1780,  was  read,  representing  a  scarcity  of  provisions  at 
Fort  Pitt;  and  enclosing  a  recruiting  account  of  Captaiu  Van  Swear- 
ingen. 

A  petition  from  Ellas  Lewis  Friechell,  was  read,  representing 
that  in  the  year  1777  he  had  sold  to  Lawrence  Fogan,  an  attainted 
traitor,  a  house  for  JC800,  on  which  Fegan  had  took  up  a  mort- 
gage of  £200,  and  paid  him  in  cash  £195  ;  that  the  said  house 
had  been  lately  sold  by  the  agents  for  coufiscated  estates,  and  that 
he  had  become  a  purchaser  for  j§48,000  Continental  money  ;  that 
he  had  approved  himself  a  faithful  subject  of  this  State  on  all  occa- 
sions, and  suffered  greatly  during  the  contest,  and  that  ho  had 
made  the  said  purchase  in  consequence  of  some  encouragement 
given  him  by  this  Board,  or  some  members  thereof,  and  praying 
some  relief:  Whereupon,  the  said  petition  being  considered,  and 
some  time  spent  thereupon, 

Iiesolvedt  That  upon  the  said  Elias  Lewis  FriccheH's  paying  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  State  the  sums  above  mentioned,  vizt : — j8200 
and  £195  with  the  interest  thereon  respectively,  as  the  same  were 
paid  by  the  daid  Fegan,  and  quit  claiming  all  dc.mands  on  the  State 
as  a  creditor  of  the  said  Fegan,  this  Board  will  direct  a  deed  to  be 
executed  of  the  premises  in  fee  simple,  and  that  on  non-compliance 
herewith  the  agents  of  confiscated  estates  do  proceed  with  the 
estate  as  in  other  cases. 

Sundry  letters  from  his  Excellency  the  President  of  Congress, 
inclosing  divers  resolutions  of  that  bodj',  were  also  read  : 

First.  Resolution  dated  12th  of  August,  on  the  memorial  of 
the  general  officers,  recommending  a  compensation  to  the  officers 
and  soldiers  for  the  depreciation  of  their  pay,  and  that  Congress 
will  liquidate  and  pay  off  what  is  due  on  that  account,  to  officers 
and  soldiers  not  belonging  to  the  quota  of  any  State. 
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Second.  RcsolutioD  that  after  the  first  day  of  Aagnst,  1780, 
the  army  be  entitled  to  pay  as  stated  before  the  first  day  of  Jann- 
ary,  1777,  in  new  bills,  emitted  parsuant  to  the  resolution  of  the 
18th  of  March 

Thirdly.  That  officers  be  allowed  fiye  dollars  per  month  in  the 
same  new  bills,  for  each  retained  ration. 

Fourthly.  That  the  Board  of  War  report  a  list  of  the  officers 
not  of  the  quota  of  any  State,  with  an  account  of  the  balance  due 
to  them,  to  make  good  their  pay  for  past  seryices,  agreeable  to  a 
resolution  of  the  10th  day  of  April  last. 

Fifthly.  That  such  States  as  have  not  made  compensation  to 
their  officers  and  soldiers,  agreeable  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
17th  of  August,  1779,  be  and  are  requested  to  do  it  as  soon  as  pos- 
Bible. 

Sixthly.  That  the  resolution  passed  the  1 6th  of  September, 
1776,  for  granting  lands,  be  extended  to  general  officers,  in  the 
following  proportion,  vizt : 

Major  General,  one  thousand  one  hundred  acres. 

Brigadier  Gen'l,  eight  hundred  &  fifty  acres. 

Seventhly.  That  the  officeis  be  furnished  with  two  months'  pay 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Resolution  dated  the  25th  of  August,  1780,  extending  the  half 
pay  of  Gen'l  Officers,  proportioned  to  their  pay. 

Kesolution  dated  the  24th  day  of  August,  1780,  to  enable  the 
officers  of  the  line  comminding  corps  when  in  camp,  to  draw  so 
many  of  the  rations  heretofore  withheld,  as  the  Commander  in  Chief, 
or  of  a  separate  army,  shall  judge  necessary,  but  that  no  provision 
be  issued  for  back  rations  not  drawn  on  the  day  they  became  due. 
That  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  subsistence  money  allowed  to 
officers  in  lieu  of  rations  withheld,  is  not  equal  to  the  cost  of  the 
rations,  the  deficiency  shall  hereafter  be  made  up  to  them. 

That  the  resolution  of  the  15th  day  of  May,  1778,  granting 
half  pay  for  seven  years  to  officers  of  the  army  who  should  con- 
tinue in  service  to  the  end  of  the  war,  be  extended  to  the  widows 
of  those  who  have  died,  or  who  shall  hereafter  die  in  the  service, 
to  commence  from  such  death  and  continue  for  seven  years;  or  if 
there  ha  no  widow,  or  in  case  of  her  death  or  intermarriage,  such 
hnlf  pay  to  be  given  to  the  orphan  children  of  such  officer,  and 
that  it  be  recommended  to  the  States  to  make  provision  therefor, 
on  account  of  the  United  States. 

That  the  restricting  clause  in  the  resolution  of  the  fifteenth  of 
May,  1778,  granting  half  pay  for  seven  years,  but  the  same  to 
cease  upon  holding  any  civil  office  of  profit,  be  repealed. 

Resolution  dated  the  25th  day  of  August,  1780,  giving  rank  as 
Major  Generals  in  the  line  to  Governors  and  Presidents  of  States, 
aeting  in  conjunction  with  Continental  troops. 

Kesolution  dated  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  August,  1780  : 

First.  That  the  several  States  take  the  most  effectual  means  in 
their  power  to  draw  in  the  respecdve  qnotas  of  the  ConUnental 
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bills  of  credit,  to  be  destroyed  eitber.  by  a  tax,  to  be  edleeted  i» 
mediatcly,  or  by  excbaDging  tbem  for  new  bills,  to  be  emitted  m 
the  act  of  the  eighteenth  of  March. 

Secondly.  That  the  States  raise  by  taxes,  payable  id  the  Ulb 
emitted,  pursuant  to  the  act  aforesaid,  or  in  specie,  their  reepeetiTe 
quotas  of  three  millions  of  dollars,  agreeable  to  the  appointmeat  if 
the  seventh  of  October,  1779,  and  pay  the  same  into  the  Treaaarj 
of  the  United  States  as  soon  as  possible ;  the  payment  to  be  folly 
oompleated  by  the  last  of  December,  and  each  State  be  allowed  ia* 
terest  for  the  same  from  the  time  it  is  paid,  to  be  hereafter  adjnttdli 
according  to  a  resolution  of  the  6th  of  Octo'r,  1779. 

Thirdly.  That  the  late  Quarter  Master  General  and  Commisatff 
Gen'l|  and  the  present  Commissary  Oen*l,  render  an  aocoont  to  thi 
Board  of  Treasury  of  all  debts  due  by  them  on  certificates*  «r 
otherwise,  specifying  the  sum  due  in  each  State,  that  warraoli 
may  issue  in  their  favours  on  the  Treasurers  of  such  States  ki 
payment  of  the  same,  out  of  the  monies  to  be  collected  for  tk 
tlnired  States : 

Which  warrants  being  paid,  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Treasurer 
towards  such  State's  quota  of  the  monies  to  be  raised  as  aforesaid ; 
and  it  is  further  recommended  to  such  States  to  provide  that  tiis 
certificates  of  the  said  Quurter  Master  General  and  Commissarys, 
&  those  who  purchased  under  them,  be  received  in  payment  of  the 
said  taxes  to  the  amount  of  such  warrants,  under  proper  regula- 
tions for  preventing  frauds. 

And  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  any  depreciation  in  the  bills  to 
be  emitted,  agreeable  to  the  act  of  the  Idth  of  March,  aforesaid, 
that  it  be  most  earnestly  recommended  to  the  several  States,  not  to 
issue  bills  of  credit  for  a  currency,  on  any  consideration  whatever, 
to  a  greater  amount  than  their  respective  quotas  of  the  new  bills 
stated  in  the  act  aforesaid;  and  that  the  bills  of  credit  emitted  by 
any  of  the  States  since  the  first  day  of  January  last,  and  redeema- 
ble in  specie,  at  par,  be  considered  as  part  of  the  proportion  of  tbe 
money  reserved  by  the  said  act  of  the  18th  of  March,  to  the-nie 
of  the  State. 

Re9olvedy  That  all  and  singular  the  creditors  of  these  United 
States  for  supplies  furnished  the  army,  or  the  transportation  then- 
of,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  just  value  of  the  sums  due  tl 
them  respectively  in  the  bills  of  credit  emitted,  pursuant  to  tk 
tot  of  the  18th  of  March  lost ;  the  value  of  the  sums  due  to  be 
ascertained  according  to  the  current  value  of  Continental  bilb  of 
credit  compared  with  specie,  at  the  time  the  money  became  doe, 
at  the  place  where  the  supplies  were  furnished,  provided  the  sshs 
do  not  exceed  the  prices  fixed  for  such  supplies  by  the  act  of  the 
25th  of  February  last,  or  a  proportionate  value  for  servioes  doM 
and  articles  furnished,  not  mentioned  in  the  said  act ;  but  if  tbe 
nominal  sum  in  Continental  currency  contracted  for  when  redoeed 
to  specie  value  as  aforesaid,  shall  exceed  the  fixed  prices  aforesaid, 
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the  creditor  ehall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  amount  of  the  aapplies 
famished  or  servioee  done,  at  the  said  fixed  or  proportionate  prices, 
in  the  new  bills  aforesaid,  or  the  nominal  sum  contracted  for  in 
Continental  bills  of  credit,  and  no  more,  at  bis  election. 

That  the  accounts  being  duly  examined  and  adjusted  by  the  rule 
aforesaid,  bj  commissioners  tbat  may  be  appointed,  agreeably  to 
the  resolution  of  the  12th  of  June  last,  to  settle  accounts  of  offi- 
cers of  the  State  departments  in  the  several  States,  or  by  the  ofi- 
oer  who  made  the  contract,  or  by  whom  the  payment  is  to  be  made, 
the  jmme  shall  be  paid,  or  a  certificate  given  for  the  sum  justly 
due,  certifying  that  the  same  hath  been  duly  examined  and  sdjost- 
ed,  agreeably  to  the  directions  aforesaid ;  and  if  paid  in  the  new 
bills,  the  interest  on  the  said  bills  shall  be  computed  to  the  date  c^ 
#aeh  certificates. 

That  all  debts  due  to  the  United  States  for  monies  received  for 
their  use,  or  otherwise,  within  any  of  these  States,  shall  be  paid 
according  to  the  just  value  of  the  money  when  it  was  received  or 
became  due,  to  be  ascertained  as  aforesaid.

A  Message  frem  the  Supreme  Executive  Council  to  the  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Freemen  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly 
met. 

Gentlemen  : 

The  state  of  our  publick  affairs  is  in  many  respecta  so  critical 
and  interesting,  that  wc  esteem  your  present  meeting  a  happy 
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event,  and  doabfc  not  you  will  employ  it  in  devising  such  mearares 
as  may  tend  to  remove  any  temporary  difficulties,  and  relieve  the 
publick  necessities;  which,  it  must  be  admitted,  are  great  and 
pressing. 

We  have,  in  the  best  manner  our  circumstances  and  ability  per- 
mitted;  curried  into  execution  the  plan  of  spccifick  supplies  recom- 
mended by  the  Hou'blc  Congress,  and  adopted  by  your  Honourable 
house  in  April  last.  But  there  have  been  so  many  and  such  prcsa- 
ing  exigencies  constantly  arising,  as  added  to  the  difficulty  of  pro- 
oaring  money  sufficient  to  answer  the  advanced  prices  of  all  com- 
modities, have  made  the  execution  of  this  system  peculiarly  ardu- 
ous and  uncertain. 

We  have  endeavoured  by  every  means  in  our  power,  to  promote 
the  free  circulation  of  the  money  issued  by  the  $tate  for  supplying 
the  army.  In  most  parts  of  the  State  it  has  been  happily  eFectual 
for  this  purpose.  We  have  to  lament  an  equal  disposition  has  not 
been  manifested  in  others,  and  especially  by  those  whose  sitniition 
and  circumstances  would  have  decided  its  general  and  universal 
currency.  As  the  quotas  of  the  several  States  are  fixed  on  a  fcale 
of  proportion  aifccting  the  political  and  ecopomicai  interests  of  the 
State,  you  will  doubtless  think  it4)roper  that  all  supplies  furnished 
by  the  inhabitants  of  the  State,  be  brought  into  the  general  com- 
pliance with  the  requisition  of  Congresi<,  so  far  as  that  the  same  be 
estimated  in  the  quota  of  this  State. 

The  very  great  deficiencies  of  some  counties  in  the  payment  of 
taxes,  will,  we  hope,  become  an  object  of  the  attention  of  the 
House,  and  some  mode  fallen  upon  to  guard  against  future  delin* 
quency.  That  those  counties  which  were  exposed  to  the  devasta- 
tion of  the  enemy,  and  the  inhabitants  to  consequent  poverty  and 
temporary  distress,  should  be  so  far  advanced  of  those  whose  situa- 
tion was  secure  and  their  business  uninterrupted,  argues  a  defect 
in  our  civil  police  that  ought  to  be  investigated  &  remedied  without 
delay.  Upon  the  punctual  execution  of  these  laws,  Gentlemen, 
oiir  most  valuable  and  important  interests  depend,  and  we  hope  you 
yrill  not  think  time  mispent  in  making  a  very  particular  inquiry 
how  far  your  laws  have  been  obeyed  or  neglected  in  this  respect. 

The  bravery  of  your  troops,  the  skill  of  your  officers,  the  at- 
tention of  your  magistrates,  and  cares  of  other  civil  officers,  will 
be  vain,  if  a  regular,  fixed  and  comp^ent  revenue  cannot  be  se- 
cured to  answer  the  publick  exigencies.  The  spirit,  wisdom, 
patience  &  perseverance  of  the  good  people  of  this  St^t-e,  have  been 
too  frequently  manifested  in  this  great  contest,  to  admit  a  doubt 
the  real  sincere  friends  of  their  country  will  be  wanting  to  them- 
selves, or  in  firmness  to  compel  those  of  a  dififerent  character  to 
perform  this  necessary  publick  duty. 

We  lay  before  you  sundry  resolutions  of  the  Hon'ble  Continen- 
tal Congress  for  your  consideration,  and  also,  sundry  letters  from 
the   Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Federal  army,  conveying  more 
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perfect  iDformation  of  the  reqniritioDs  on  this  State*  and  of  tte 
publick  neceBsities,  than  any  detail  in  our  power  eoald  commoH- 
cate. 

We  have  also  the  satisfaction  to  lay  before  your  Hon^ble  HraM 
the  determination  of  the  Legislature  of  Virginia  on  the  diapiilid 
boundary  between  the  two  States. 

The  prospect  of  an  amicable  termination  of  this  nnhapw  ooa- 
troversy  cannot  but  be  acceptable  to  every  good  man  and  CiAhfidl 
citizen,  and  we  have  no  doubt  this  overture  will  be  improTod  into 
a  full  and  final  accommodation,  consistent  with  the  rights  of  indi- 
▼iduals  and  the  honour  of  the  State. 

We  shall  be  ready  to  give  every  assistance  in  the  line  of  ov 
duty  to  make  the  present  sessions  useful  to  the  State^  and  HonVe 
and  convenient  to  the  House.

<'ine  the  earth  to  yield  its  increase  in  plentiful  harvests;  &  above 
^*  all,  in  continuing  to  us  the  enjoyment  of  the  Oospel  of  Peace. 
**  It  is,  therefore,  recommended  to  the  several  States  to  set  apart 
**  Thursday,  the  7th  dsy  of  December  next,  to  be  observed  as  a  day 
**  of  publick  thanksgiving  and  praver,  that  all  the  people  may 
<<  assemble  on  that  day  to  celebrate  the  praises  of  our  Divine  Bene- 
**  factor,  to  confess  our  unworthiness  of  the  least  of  his  favours, 
'<  &  to  offer  our  fervent  supplications  to  the  God  of  all  Orace,  that 
*^  it  may  please  Him  to  pardon  our  transgressions,  &  incline  our 
<*  hearts  for  the  future  to  keep  all  His  laws;  to  comfort  and  re- 
*^  lieve  our  brethren  who  are  anywise  afflicted  or  distressed ;  to 
'<  smile  upon  our  husbandry  and  trade ;  to  direct  our  publick  ooun- 
*<  oils,  and  lead  our  forces,  by  sea  and  land,  to  victory ;  to  take  our 
<*  illustrious  ally  under  His  special  protection,  and  favour  our  joint 
*^  councils  9jad  exertions  for  the  establishment  of  permanent  peace ; 
<<  to  cherish  all  schools  &  seminaries  of  education,  and  to  cause  the 
*^  knowledge  of  Christianity  to  spread  over  all  the  earth.*'

General  Assembly  being  read  and  considered,  was  approved  and 
signed,  vizt : 

Message  from  the  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council  to  the 
Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  At* 
sembly  met. 

Gentlemen : 

We  esteem  ourselves  happy  in  meeting  the  renewed  choice  of  tht 
people  in  legislation,  at  a  period  so  peculiarly  critical  and  interest* 
ing.     If  wisdom,  firmness,  and  mutual  confidence  were  ever  neees* 
sary  in  this  great  contest-,  they  are  so  at  this  time^  when  onr  SM- 
mies,  forsaking,  in  no  small  degree*  the  efiforts  of  open  and  waly 
force,  build  their  hopes  of  success  on  the  arts  of  disafFeetisB  m 
corruption ;  and  presume  that,  wearied  with  the  contest,  or  i^ 
grossed  with  selfish  and  gain  full  views,  we  shall  yet  reliMpisb  the 
glorious  object  of  so  many  toils  and  so  much  blood.     It  is  wnXfnXf 
our  duty,  but  immediate  interest,  to  convince  them  that  th^  hopes 
are  equally  fallacious,  whether  founded  on  arms  or  seduction,  OA 
omr  deficiencies  in  civil  or  military  virtue ;  and  if  ever  any  pMfk 
Iiad  reason  to  presume  their  cause  was  approved  of  Heaveni  we 
««rely  may,  when  we  see  not  only  signal  interpoaitiona  oi  Pron- 
deMOy  but  behold  the  laboun  of  the  HnabaadmaQ  and  e$tm  of  tks 
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erobant  crowned  with  growing  plenty  and  increasing  success.  It 
mat  be  traly  animating  to  see  that  onr  enemies  draw  not  a  ray  of 
)nifort  from  our  inability  or  poverty,  but  our  supposed  debasement 
f  spirit  and  exhausted  patriotism.  If,  therefore,  as  we  are  bound 
Offethef  in  one  common  interest,  we  are  equally  united  in  adopting 
nd  enforcing  a  permanent,  effective  system  of  defence,  we  may 
con  hope  that  despair  will  succeed  disappointment,  and  even  Brit- 
sh  pride  do  homage  to  American  virtue. 

The  first  great  object  to  which  we  must  call  your  attention  is  the 
rmy.  To  bring  a  competent  force  into  the  field,  to  make  it  effi- 
ient,  by  seasonable  &  sufficit  supplies,  and  to  relieve  the  distresses 
i  captivity,  are  three  points  too  important  to  overlook.  We  shall 
ly  before  you  the  sentiments  of  the  Hon'ble  the  Conmss  and  our 
Kcellcnt  Commander-in-Chief,  on  the  first  point,  which,  as  well 
'om  their  genuine  worth  as  the  authority  from  which  they  comCy 
eserve  the  greatest  respect,  and  more  especially  as  a  number  on 
^mporary  enlistments  may  be  retained,  if  suitable  means  are  sea- 
)iiably  provided. 

As  to  the  second,  experience  obliges  us  to  declare,  that  we  find 
he  modes  lately  ad6pted  liable  to  so  much  delay,  obscurity,  fraudy 
nd  expence,  that  nothing  but  the  most  absolute  necessity  will,  in 
>ur  opinion,  justify  its  continuance.  It  would  exceed  the  bounds 
if  this  address  to  enter  into  particulars,  but  we  shall  be  ready  to 
;ive  your  Hon'ble  House  such  further  information  as  you  may  deem 
leccssary  on  this  interesting  subject. 

We  must  also,  in  duty  and  justice  to  a  number  of  brave  meny 
rho  have  long  languished  in  captivity,  lay  their  case  before  you. 
)y  the  accompanying  papers  you  will  see  that  we  have  complied 
rith  the  desires  of  the  former  House  of  Assembly,  in  an  applioap- 
ion  to  the  General  in  their  behalf ;  and  we  have  the  pleasure  of 
oformiog  you  that  so  general  an  exchange  is  likely  to  take  plaoey 
hat  many  will  soon  be  restored  to  their  friends.  But  as  the  chances 
f  war  must  necessarily  subject  many,  in  future,  to  the  like  con- 
ition,  we  hope  they  will  be  objects  of  your  care  and  provision. 

To  effect  these  and  various  other  purposes,  highly  important  and 
Qteresting  to  the  happiness  and  nafuty  of  this  State,  and  to  enable 
he  Executive  powers  of  Government  to  perform  the  necessary  da- 
les enjoined  by  sundry  acts  of  Assembly,  in  cloathing  and  supply- 
ng  the  troops  with  enumerated  articles,  defending  and  proteotins 
;he  frontiers,  com  pleating  the  defence  of  this  city  and  port,  ana 
som plying  with  the  requisitions  of  Congress,  together  with  the  ne- 
cessary support  of  civil  government,  the  revenues  of  the  State 
irill  become  an  object  of  your  special  inquiry. 

Deficiencies,  we  doubt  not,  you  will  sapply,  and  as  fi^  as  possi- 
ble remove  obstructions,  which  the  peculiarity  of.  our  situation  hfs 
D  many  instances  unavoidably  oreated.  Bearing  a  proportionate  part 
if  the  publiok  burthens  with  yourselfeSi  we  nave  endeavoaied  oo

dirwlhdf  vith  pradeoce  aod  eeonoaj.  Bot  as  tlie  proBnaioB  tm 
poLIlck  uecesbitief  is  peenliarlj  wiUiin  the  proTiaoe  of  jonr  Boa'- 
blc  Honttt  we  shaJI  oot  enlarge  fiuther  vpoa  it  than  to  avuia  jm 
ve  i^iitll  be  read  J  at  all  times  to  gire  anj  neoesaarj  infonnaticm.  We 
would  partieularlj  laj  before  jon  a  mearare  fruaed  bj  the  fgras 
HouHs  of  A<>!»enib!y  for  the  present  relief  of  their  eoBfcthaoi^ 
aud  executed  bj  this  Board  ooder  their  iDstroetioDs,  en  whitft  m 
eveutual  eugagezueut  is  founded,  inrolTingin  it  the  honor  and  sosi 
faith  of  the  Bute,  as  well  as  the  ease  of  the  people  under  the  bnr- 
th^Qft  of  the  war.  The  minute  of  the  Council  which  will  be  kit 
before  you,  will  gire  jou  such  full  aoquaintanee  with  the  transit 
tiou.  the  suooess  of  which  wc  may  erery  day  expect  to  hear,  thift 
we  hope  yon  will  make  the  necessary  provision  for  an  hononnhls 
compliance  with  the  stipulations  which  may  be  entered  into  m 
behalf  of  the  State. 

TLe  Continental  troops  being  wholly  withdrawn  from  the  fron- 
tierff,  except  those  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Brodbead,  at 
Fort  Pitt,  and  the  enlistment  of  the  ranging  companies  expiring  ia 
January  next,  the  distresses  of  our  friends  in  that  quarter,  will 
undoubtedly  demand  tbe  care  and  attention  of  the  House.  As  ihe 
inva-siou  of  tbe  savages  will  probably  coutinue  a^  long  as  Briiish 
arc  and  cruelty  continue  to  excite  them,  we  could  wish,  if  it  were 
poh^ible,  that  soioe  more  efficacious  protection  could  be  afforded 
tberu,  i>ii»appoiuted  in  our  attempts,  last  spring,  to  raise  men  for 
that  fitiTViiia  duriug  the  war.  we  have  been  obliged  to  adopt  tempo- 
rary cnliHtmeuts,  aod  cull  for  occasional  militia,  both  attended  with 
much  ex  pence  &  many  iuconvcniencies. 

The  final  settlement  of  the  contested  boundaries  of  this  State 
and  Virgiuia,  induces  us  to  lay  before  you  the  propriety  and  policy 
of  KL'ttiug  off  one  or  more  counties,  so  as  to  introduce  law,  order, 
and  good  government,  where  they  have  been  long  and  much  wanted. 
Wc  thiuk  it  would  also  conduce  much  to  the  defence  of  the  frontiers 
and  Hufety  of  the  interior  country,  as  the  streugth  of  those  parts 
might  then  bo  organized  &  systematically  drawn  forth  in  case  of 
ncci^hHity, 

Among  the  many  papers  now  communicated,  the  Hon'ble  House 
will  find  cogent  representations  on  the  supplies  of  the  Feedcral 
army.  The  demands  on  this  State  have  been  very  great,  and  will 
probably  be  continued.  Wc  roost  earnestly  wish  to  answer  every 
reasonable  expectation;  but  the  quantities  demanded,  and  prices 
required,  have  so  far  exceeded  any  provision  made,  that  the  exer- 
tions of  our  Commissioners  have  fallen  very  short  of  even  reasona- 
ble prospects.  We  should  have  rejoiced,  and  no  measures  were 
left  uncssayed  by  us,  to  give  the  money  issued  on  the  credit  of  the 
Stale,  on  a  solid  security,  for  the  supply  of  the  army,  its  full  and 
just  estimation,  as  well  as  general  circulation ;  but  as  we  had  neither 
ability  or  disposition  to  force  the  publick  confidence,  we  can  only. 
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in  oommoQ  with  our  fellow<eitiieiii,  Iftme&i  the  diaappointment  tad 
regret  the  ooDseqaeooei  which  have  not  been  in  our  power  to  pre* 
vent,  if  it  was  a  wise  and  practicable  measure,  the  wisdom  of  the 
preaent  house  will  doubtless  devise  some  proper  means  to  restore 
Mid  support  it ;  if  otherwise,  they  will  substitute  something  more 
luefttll  and  agreeable.  But  to  take  the  prbperty  of  one  part  of  the 
Bommunitj,  without  equifalent,  to  answer  the  purposes  of  the  whole, 
renders  government  odious*  and  has,  we  fear,  been  one  source  of 
ihe  present  embarrassment  in  our  public  affairs. 

We  feel  every  disposition  arising  from  tho  importance  and  exi- 
gency of  the  present  hour,  to  concur  with  you  in  every  measure  to 
■erve  and  promote  .our  common  interests  and  happiness,  to  bring 
ihe  war  to  a  safe  and  honourable  issue,  and  establish  the  liberty  and 
independence  of  our  country.  We  shall  be  happy  to  see  prejudice 
and  party,  from  whatever  cause,  wholly  done  away,  and  no  other 
eontest  subsist  among  us  but  who  shall  serve  his  country  moat 
fidthfully  and  usefully.

The  Marshall  having  admitted  the  ehargea  of  the  Judge  in  Mt 
letnrDing  writs,  appraisments,  ft  accounts  of  sale,  but  ezeani 
himself  by  long  usage  and  practice,  aod  that  such  return  had  not 
been  required  by  the  court  'till  very  lately,  and  excused  hia  mm- 
attendance  on  the  court  in  like  manner.  This  Board  admit  it  aaa 
great  palliation,  but  hope  that  in  future  such  returns  will  be 
as  well  to  do  justice  to  the  suitors  of  the  court,  aa  prevent  the< 
fusion  which  must  otherwise  unavoidably  ensue,  and  that  in  fntua 
the  court  will  be  attended  by  its  proper  officers. 

With  respect  to  selling  the  property  in  the  court  before  condem- 
nation, this  appearing  in  only  one  instance,  and  evidence  being 
offered  shewing  that  it  was  with  the  previous  knowledge  of  the 
Judge,  tho*  afterwards  countermanded  when  too  late,  the  Board  ars 
of  opinion  it  takes  away  much  of  the  criminality  of  the  charge, 
and  more  especially  as  it  has  obtained  in  other  cases ;  but  the  prac- 
tice is  liable  to  so  many  abuses  and  ill  consequences  to  the  publick 
and  individuals,  that  this  Board  do  entirely  disapprove  thereof,  and 
in  this  instance,  think  the  Marshall  in  some  degree  culpable. 

Tho  charge  of  not  executing  the  writt  of  the  court  for  a  very 
flagrant  contempt,  was  excused  by  a  note,  apparently  official,  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  and  had  not  the  Marshall  been  other- 
wise informed  by  the  Judge,  would  have  been  a  reasonable  excul- 
pation ;  but  as  the  nature  of  the  offence  and  process  required  im- 
mediate dispatch,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  the  Marshall 
ought  to  have  known  with  certainty  the  pleasure  of  the  Council  to 
the  contrary,  or  have  obeyed  the  orders  of  the  Judge ;  and  that 
permitting  twelve  days  to  elapse  in  such  a  case,  evidently  tended 
not  only  to  lessen  the  consequence  and  weight  of  the  court,  but  to 
encourage  future  contempts;  that  in  this  instance,  thercfors,  the 
Jlarshall  is  culpable. 

That  it  is  of  much  importance  to  support  harmony  between  the 
judicial  and  ministerial  officera  of  the  courts  of  justice,  of  which 
little  hope  can  be  entertained  in  the  present  case. 

That  the  Marshall  being  an  officer  during  pleasure,  it  is  implied 
in  tho  nature  of  his  office,  that  if  the  Council  are  of  opinion  the 
publick  interests  will  suffer  by  his  continuance  in  office,  they  have 
m  right,  and  it  ia  their  duty  to  discontinue  him.  That  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Counoil)  thia  ia  the  present  ease,  and  therefore,  they  an- 
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percede  tke  appointment  of  the  said  Marshall,  withoat  pmjadioe 
to  hie  moral  character  or  abilities,  which  have  not  been  queationedy 
or  for  any  other  oanse  than  herein  set  forth. 

Ruolvedf  That  Friday  next  be  appointed  to  fill  up  the  Taoanoy 
of  the  Marshall. 

Wherbas,  It  has  appeared  to  this  Board,  on  hearing  the  oom- 

Ilaints  against  the  Marshall,  that  it  has  been  customary  for  tho 
larshall  to  be  interested  in  privateers  : 

Ruolvedj  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  snoh  praotioet 
or  parcha8iDg  at  his  own  sales,  or  being  agent  for  interested  per- 
BODS,  are  liable  to  many  pnblick  inconveniences  and  discontentS| 
and  oaght  to  be  avoided. 

A  resolution  of  the  Hon'ble  Congress  of  the  25th  of  October 
last,  was  received  and  read,  recommending  to  the  several  States  to 
exert  their  utmost  endeavors  to  furnish  their  quotas  of  troops  in 
the  Continental  line  with  doathing,  on  the  terms  mentioned  in  the 
former  resolution  of  Congress  on  this  subject.

ment  when  treason  was  ripened  for  execution ;  in  prospering  the 
labours  of  the  husbandman,  and  causing  the  earth  to  yield  its  in- 
crease in  plentiful!  harvests;  and,  above  all,  in  continuing  to  ui 
the  enjoyment  of  the  Gospel  of  peace.

cils,  and  lead  our  forces  by  land  and  sea  to  victory ;  to  take  our 
illustrious  ally  under  His  special  protection,  and  favour  our  joint 
councils  and  exertions  for  the  establishment  of  speedy  and  perma- 
nent peace ;  to  cherish  all  schools  and  seminaries  of  learning,  and 
to  cause  the  knowledge  of  Christianity  to  spread  over  all  the  earth/*

Mcssatre  from  tbe  President  rf-  Supreme  Executive  Council  to 
the  Ur'pre.scntatives  of  tbe  freemen  of  Pennsylvania  iu  General  As- 
sembly met. 

Gentlemen, 

Tbe  bill  intitled  "An  Act  to  impower  tbe  Supreme  Executive 
Council,  tbe  Justices  of  tbe  Supreme  Court,  and  Justices  of  the 
General  Quarter  Sessions  of  tbe  Peace  in  tbe  city  and  several 
counties  in  this  State,  to  apprehend  suspected  [>.Tsnns,"  having  been 
published  for  consideration,  and  duties  resulting  t herefrom  princi- 
pally affecting  this  Hoard,  we  have  thought  it  necessary  to  submit 
some  important  particulars  to  }our  attention  in  its  farther  progress. 
Tbe  necvs^ity  of  giving  ppecial  powers  seems  acknowledged  by  fra- 
ming such  a  bill  at  this  time;  but  in  our  judgment,  this  bill  gives 
none  which  we  do  not  possess  by  the  constitution  of  this  State,  viit: 
a  power  of  commitment  upon  such  evidence  us  appears  to  us  to  jus- 
tify suspicion  ;  vesting  a  power  in  tbe  Justices  of  the  Supremo  Court 
which  they  are  already  by  law  vested  with,  to  admit  tbe  party  to  bail. 
It  has*  been  the  policy  of  all  other  States,  and  even  of  our  enemy,  at 
this  juncture,  to  repose  a  confidence  in  the  Executive  powers  to  guard 
the  publick  safety  by  commitments  not  subject  to  the  examination 
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of  nny  other,  and  much  ]ess  an  inferior  anthority,  for  suoh  it9 
4eeiii  (ho  Justices  of  tbe  Supreme  Court  on  ihia  occasion,  and  we 
owmot  belp  ihinkiog  tho  superior  confidence  in  the  JuHticda  of  tho 
Svpreme  Court  implied  by  this  bill,  not  onlydegnding  to  tb«  Couo- 
dlf  bat  ioeoosisteot  with  the  Bpirit  of  the  CooBlitution.  The  no' 
eessary  and  natural  consequences  resnlting  from  which  is,  that  tbe 
Conocil  must  in  all  cases  appear  before  the  Justices  of  tbe  Supreme 
Court  to  viadioatc  their  coiuuiitnieut,  or  tbe  party  be  i mm  1*111  atcly 
fscharged;  or  it  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  have  no  dis- 
cretion to  revise  ihe  commiiment  of  the  Council  the  bill  gives  no 
otber  powers  than  before.  A  power  to  bail  a  peraon,  who  by  tho 
■ante  law  is  committed  lo  remuin  in  prison  without  bail,  or  main  - 
prise,  is  not  only  inconsistent  with  our  ideas  of  law,  but  involves 
in  it  a  degree  of  impropriety  not  unworthy  the  attention  of  tbe 
House.  Tbe  limits  of  a  message  will  not  permit  our  entering  into 
some  otner  partiaiilars  well  deserving  your  notice;  wu  shall, 
therefore,  only  add,  that  we  request  no  powers  which  arc  not  necea- 
■ary  for  the  publick  safety  and  tranquility;  and  when  we  reflect  on 
the  circumstances  under  which  a  former  bill  of  this  nature  passed, 
tbe  bappy  effects  resulting  from  it,  and  that  ia  tte  operntion  no  com- 
plaint tins  been  made  of  abuse  or  oppresaion,  we  are  unabli)  lo  com- 
prehend the  reasons  which  have  suggested  the  giving  uQ  ostensibld 
delusive  power  .instead  of  a  real  and  sufficient  one.  And  wo  must 
declare,  in  justice  to  ourselves,  that  if  any  tumults,  publick  disor- 
ders, or  other  bad  consequences,  shall  hereafter  reeulc  from  any  de- 
fiKta  in  the  ordinary  course  of  justice,  we  hope  they  will  not  bo 
inipnted  to  us;  nor  can  we  hold  ourselves  accountahlc  for  the  pub- 
lic safety  or  its  .trautjuility,  if  tbe  means  of  preserving  it,  sanc- 
tioned by  eiperienoe,  are  withheld. 

We  taka  this  ocoasion  also  to  mention  tlie  impropriety  of  the 
citizens  of  this  State  passing  to  Great  Britain,  or  any  of  its  domin- 
ions, bat  by  publiok  permission,  and  that  s(ttRe  regulations  of  thia 
intercourse  ought  to  be  made  as  soon  as  possible.  Cor  your  infor< 
malion  we  communicate  a  letter  wrote  by  a  native  of  this  State  to 
tbe  Alinister  I'lenipotcntiary  of  tbe  court  of  Yersaillesi  respecting 
two  persona  from  this  State  who  have  been  detained  in  Pranoe  in 
eoascqncQce  of  the  jealousy  entertained  in  that  kingdom  of  such 
characters.

Gentlemen : — We  lay  before  you  a  letter  just  received  from  Gen- 
eral Washington,  from  which  you  will  see  the  dependence  he  places 
on  this  State  for  supplies,  pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  the  4th  of 
November  last. 

The  magazines  at  the  different  posts  are  nearly  exhausted,  and 
we  are  utterly  unprovided  with  the  means  of  making  new  purchases* 
The  consequences  to  the  good  people  of  the  State,  as  well  as  to  the 
general  cause,  are  too  obvious  to  need  enumeration  or  observation.

Gentlemen : — Your  recess  has  been  distinguished  by  an  event 
which,  in  a  country  less  free,  and  a  cause  less  glorious,  wou'd  (so  far 
as  regards  this  State)  have  been  deemed  an  irreparable  misfortune ) 
we  mean  the  partial  dissolution  of  the  Pensylvania  line.  The 
character  our  troops  have  ever  supported  in  the  field,  the  well- 
grounded  expectations  formed  upon  their  discipline  and  courage, 
must  induce  every  patriotic  mind  to  lament  even  a  partial  disa- 
pointment  as  no  inconsiderable  evil ;  but  we  see  nothing  in  it  which 
can  raise  a  doubt,  and  much  less  despondency,  in  a  firm  and  deter- 
mined mind.  The  history  of  the  present  war,  illustrated  by  recent 
successes,  must  convince  the  most  prejudiced,  that  the  spirit  and  vir- 
tue of  America,  on  many  occasions,  has  supplied  the  place  of  profes- 
sional knowledge ;  and  tho*  we  think  every  duty  of  policy  and  in- 
terest  should  prompt  us  to  keep  a  regular  and  well  appointed  force 
in  the  field,  we  ought  never  to  doubt  of  final  sucoessy  while  aa  free- 
men, we  have  arms  in  our  hands,  and  courage  to  use  them  \  and 
that  we  have  both,  we  trust  our  enemies  will  now  be  honorable,  tho* 
reluctant  witnesses.  It  wou'd  neither  consist  with  the  limits  of  a 
message,  or  with  propriety,  to  enter  into  a  particular  detail  of  the 
circumstances  of  this  event ;  we  shall  only  say,  that  under  nnfii- 
Toorable  appeaxaneet)  thia  B^sxd  ma  cec^jieated  to  aoad  a  oonmitlae 
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reat  with  the  discontented  troops,  that  they  ezectited  the  trust 
38ed  in  them,  not  only  with  the  approbation  of  a  committee  of 
igreas  appointed  on  the  same  occasion,  but  general  satisfaction 
ihe  time,  and  that  the  several  papers  which  relate  to  the  trans-

9,  wo  have  found  ourselves  placed  in  a  state  of  responsibility  for 
cands,  as  well  of  a  general  as  special  nature,  in  no  small  degree 
mished  with  the  means  of  answering  them;  and  what  is  per- 
i  the  most  to  be  regretted  in  the  late  event  is,  that  large  accu-

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meDd  it  as  tb*e  most  importanl  objeet  of  tbe  wisdom  and  aitantiMi 
of  tbe  Hovse,  to  make  a  diBeriminate  and  adequate  provision  fortke 
enrreot  jear,  formed  on  a  reasonable  estimate  of  iUi  deoBcuids  aad 
eervices,  aod  to  facilitate  tbis  duty  we  baye  made  ao  eaiay  of  eoieb 
estimate,  wbieb  is  ready  to  be  laid  before  you. 

In  oar  present  situation  we  apprebend  tbe  miHtia  nivsi  Im  coi- 
aidered  as  a  necessary  and  important  snbstitale  vntill  the  lint  eaa 
be  collected  in  respectable  force;  nor  can  we  think  that  in  wMjdf- 
enmatance  policy  or  interest  will  not  warrant  innoyaliooa  wlnh 
may  enfeeble  it,  while  our  enemies  seem  so  determiacd  oa  the  pitsi 
cution  of  the  war. 

We  most  also  recommend  some  domesUck  regnlatioaa,  aad  yv* 
tienlarly  tbe  erecting  the  new  counties  in  the  western  parts  of  thh 
State,  which  we  apprehend  will  be  necessary  for  the  aceommodi- 
tion  of  the  settlers  in  those  parts,  and  conciliate  them  to  the  jvii' 
diction  of  this  State;  the  alterations  which  haye  beea  ia  tht 
currency,  also  require  some  attention  to  the  coayenienee  of  fndi^ 
by  providing  some  lesser  denominations  of  bills  of  ere^tforcba^t. 

We  shall  on  our  parts  cheerfully  give  any  assistance  to  adyiaei 
the  pablick  business  and  cultivate  that  harmony  which  is  asefldl 
and  honourable  to  govemment  at  all  times,  but  at  present  iadispei- 
sibly  necessary.

Whereas,  By  an  act  of  Assembly  passed  the  tenth  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1779,  all  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  this  State  were  required  to 
make  return,  on  oath  or  affirmation,  of  all  their  estates,  real  or  per- 
sonal, on  pain  of  forfieting  a  sum  equal  to  the  tax  at  which  sack 
persons  were  rated,  pursuant  to  the  said  act : 

And  }yherea8,  By  a  subsequent  act,  bearing  date  the  first  day  of 
June,  1780,  entitled  '<An  Act  for  funding  and  redeeming  the  bills 
^^  of  credit  of  the  United  States,  and  providing  means  to  bring  the 
'^  present  war  to  a  happy  conlusion,'*  it  was  declared  that  the 
monthly  taxes  laid  by  the  former  act  shou'd  be  continued,  except 
as  to  the  appointment  thereof,  according  to  the  former  assessment, 
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.  bat  that  the  present  tax  shonM  be  eoUeoted  on  a  new  assessment) 
^  and  new  return  to  be  made,  in  the  manner  and  nnder  the  penalties 
c  directed  and  provided  bj  the  act  of  Assembly  before  mentioned  : 
>c  To  the  end  therefore,  that  uniformity  may  take  place  in  the  eze- 
r  cation  of  the  above  laws,  and  that  those  who  have  made  faithfoU 
retnms  may  not  be  partially  treated^ 

Sewlvedy  That  the  Commis'rs  of  the  several  coanties  do  oanse 
the  returns  of  property  to  be  made  on  oath  or  affirmation,  as  by  the 
laws  aforesaid  are  directed,  and  in  failure  thereof^  the  penalty  be« 
fore  recited  to  be  levied  upon  all  delinquents. 

This  Board  taking  into  consideration  the  payment  of  the  volun- 
teen  raised  pursuant  to  a  law  passed  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  May 
lasty  which  said  volunteers  were  entitled  thereby,  to  the  pay  and  ra- 
tions of  the  Federal  army^  and  this  Board  having  applied  to  the  Hon-

jResoIveal  therefore^  That  the  payment  of  the  said  volunteers  be 
made  agreeable  to  the  above  report^  and  that  said  volunteers  be 
paid  off,  as  soon  as  the  troops  serving  in  the  Federal  army  are  sat- 
isfied for  their  pay  during  the  said  period.

Pensylvania  line,  except  as  above,  to  join  the  army  in  Virginia  by 
detachments,  as  they  may  be  in  readiness  to  march. 

That  the  Deputy  Quarter  Master  in  Pensylvania  be  directed  to 
put  the  wnggons  belonging  to  the  Pensylvania  line  in  order  for 
service  immediately. 

That  the  several  States  southward  of  Pensylvania  be  and  an 
hereby  required  to  furnish  their  respective  quotas  of  supplies  to 
the  southern  army  timely  and  regularly. 

That  the  States  aforesaid,  and  the  State  of  Pensylvania,  be  and 
hereby  are  required  to  compleat  their  respective  quotas  of  troope^ 
and  forward  them  to  join  the  southern  army  without  loss  of  time. 
A  petition  of  Captain  Giles  Hicks,  late  of  the  tenth  Pensylva- 
nia regiment,  was  read,  praying  permission  to  resign  his  half  payi 
and  also  to  go  to  the  West  Indies. 
Radvedj  That  he  have  permission  to  resign  his  half  pay.

Oentlsmen  :-— The  execution  of  the  part  of  the  law  which  oUifes 
every  exporter  of  flour  to  tender  one-third  of  the  ^uantitj  to  us 
Commissioner  of  Porohases,  is  attended  with  so  many  inoonvenieiieM 
to  trade  and  perplexities  to  the  oflioors,  and  real  prejudice  to  Ihi 
State,  which  now  pays  an  advance  price  of  twelve  and  a  half  pv 
cent,  upon  all  flour  so  received,  that  we  must  recommend  it  to  year 
consideration,  and  more  especially  as  we  apprehend  the  traaany 
is  not  in  any  respect  relieved,  as  the  purchase  money  is  to  be  !■• 
mediately  paid.

A  proportioii  of 
the  city  lotts  was  also  sett  off  and  sold  fo#the  same  parpose*  tkt 
purchasers  being  vested  with  an  absolute  title,  and  any  fatnrB 
claimant  of  a  particular  lott  referred  to  location  elsewhere,  we  ait 
of  opinion  it  wou'd  also  have  a  good  effect  on  the  decliQiDg  oredU 
of  our  paper,  and  contribute  to  the  support  of  future  emissiont. 

Colonel  Morgan  has  made  a  communication  to  us  which  we  think 
proper  to  lay  before  you ;  our  experience  of  coercive  methods  of 
supply  has  made  them  as  disagreeable  to  us  as  they  are  odions  to 
the  country,  nor  can  we  think  of  adopting  them  in  any  neoesaityi 
but  under  the  special  sanction  of  a  law  for  that  purpose.

If 
tbe  laws  on  this  aabjcot  are  too  seTore,  and  persons  of  ml  or  snp- 
posed  disoffeotion  to  the  cause  of  Ameriea  are  liable  to  penaltieo  and 
prosecutions,  inconsistent  with  the  good  of  the  State  and  the  gen^ 
ral  si^etj,  or  if  the  powers  of  the  Oonneil  are  too  extensiTO,  weap- 
pehend  it  won'd  be  better  to  repeal  the  laws  openly  and  ezplieitly; 
we  shall  then  be  discharged  from  a  painfnll  dntj  which  is  now  b^ 
quently  impoeed|  neier  sought  by  ns ;  but  the  publick  agents  and 
well  affected  inhabitants^  frequeotly  returcingto  us  persons  as  ob» 
jeots  of  the  law,  which  we  are  by  our  oaths  and  duty  bound  to  ex- 
acute. 

If  the  other  business  of  the  House  will  admit  their  devoting  time 
sufficient  for  conference  on  this  subject,  and  upon  our  present  situa- 
tion in  regard  to  suspected  persons,  we  apprehend  it  will  be  attend- 
ed with  mutual  satisfaction  and  publick  advantage.

Message  from  the  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council  to  the 
Bepresentiitives  of  the  Freemen  of  Pensylvania,  in  General  As- 
sembly met : 

Gentlemen: — ^In  answer  to  your  message  respecting  the  Uenteii- 
anti  and  Bub-LieutonaataQC  Um  uilitiai  we  wou'd  obaorvOyL  thtt  w- 
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till  the  late  act,  entitled  ''An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  militia 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Peasylvania,''  these  officers  were  appoint- 
ed by  the  House  of  Assembly,  and  solely  accountable  to  them,  or 
the  Auditors,  also  of  their  own  immediate  appointment,  and  who 
certainly  are  and  have  been  long  vested  with  sufficient  power  to 
enforce  a  settlement  with  them,  and  other  publick  defaulters,  if 
any  such  there  are.  We  presume,  therefore,  that  these  accounts 
are  not  included  in  the  resolution  of  the  twenty-sixth  instant. 

Since  the  power  of  calling  for  these  accounts  has  been  vested  in 
the  Council,  we  have  not  been  inattentive  to  the  duty,  having  both 
publickly  and  piivatcly  called  upon  them  to  render  their  accounts. 
The  Lieutenants  who  have  complied,  are  those  of  Philadelphia  city 
and  county,  Bucks  and  Northampton.  Those  of  the  counties  oif 
Bedford,  Northumberland,  and  Westmoreland,  from  their  partioo- 
lar  circumstances,  can  have  no  accounts  under  the  present  militia 
law,  and  several  of  the  others  have  informed  the  Board  that  thej 
they  are  preparing  their  accounts,  and  will  render  them  without'  de- 
lay ;  shou'd  they  neglect,  we  shall  not  hesitate  to  put  the  laws  in 
force  against  them.    « 

We  do  not  apprehend  it  to  have  been  the  intention  of  the  Legis- 
lature, that  the  Council  should  audit  the  accounts,  and  therofore, 
when  rendered,  have  directed  the  Lieuten'ts  to  attend  the  Audi- 
tors  for  settlement. 

They  are  too  bulky  and  voluminous  to  be  copied  under  some 
weeks,  therefore,  we  forward  you  the  originals  of  such  as  have 
come  to  hand. 

-  Though  the  Lieutenants  and  the  Sub-Lieutenants  are  the  only 
officers  in  the  State  over  whom  the  laws  have  given  power  to  the 
Council  in  matter  of  accounts,  and  the  year  since  the  law  is  but 
just  expired,  we  are  not  inattentive  to  the  laudable  zeal  of  the 
House  fn  reminding  the  Council  of  the  duties  required  of  them  bj 
law.  We  flatter  ourselves  it  is  an  earnest  of  general  inquiry,  and' 
that  the  Collectors  of  Excise  tonnage  and  duties  on  negroes,  and 
a  great  variety  of  others  who  have  been  interested  with  public 
monies,  and  who  are  accountable  to  the  Assembly  only,  tho'  much 
longer  in  arrears  than  the  present  Lieutenants,  will,  in  future,  par- 
take of  the  notice  of  the  House,  so  that  each  branch  of  Govern- 
ment, in  its  respective  capacity,  may  be  equally  emulous  to  forward 
and  promote  a  speedy  and  accurate  adjustment  of  the  publick  ac- 
counts.

'<  Ycntly  to  supplicate  His  gracious  interposition  for  our  deli veranee. 

*'  The  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  therefore,  do  earnest- 
**ly  recommend  that  Thursday,  the  third  of  May  next,  may  be  ob- 
^'served  as  a  day  of  humiliation,  fasting  and  prayer,  that  we  mtj 
^'with  united  hearts  confess  and  bewail  our  manifold  sini  aad 
"transgressions,  and  by  sincere  repentance  and  amendmeBt  of 
"  life,  appease  his  righteous  displeasure,  and  through  the  merits  of 
"  our  blessed  Saviour,  obtain  pardon  and  forgiveness ;  that  it  may 
'<  please  Him  to  inspire  our  rulers  with  incorruptible  integrity,  iod 
''to  direct  and  prosper  their  councils;  to  inspire  all  our  citiieos 
^*  with  a  fervent  and  disinterested  love  of  their  ebon  try,  and  (o 
*'  preserve  and  strengthen  their  Union ;  to  turn  the  hearts  of  tl» 
''  disaffected  or  to  frustrate  their  devices  ;  to  regard  with  Divine 
"compassion  our  friends  in  captivity,  affliction  and  distress;  to 
'' comfort  and  relieve  them  under  their  sufferings,  and  to  cbaage 
''their  mourning  into  gratefull  songs  of  triumph.  That  it  maj 
*•  please  him  to  bless  our  ally,  and  to  render  the  connection  formed 
''  between  these  United  States  and  his  kingdoms  a  mutual  and  last- 
*'  ing  benefit  to  both  Nations ;  to  animate  our  officers  and  forces  bj 
**  sea  and  land  with  invincible  fortitude,  and  to  guard  and  protect 
"them  in  the  day  of  battle,  and  to  crown  our  joint  endeavours  for 
*'  terminating  the  calamities  of  war  with  victory  and  success.  That 
''the  blessings  of  peace  and  liberty  may  be  established  on  an 
''  honourable  and  permanent  basis,  and  transmitted  inviolate  to  the 
*'  latest  posterity.  That  it  may  please  him  to  prosper  our  hue- 
^'  bandry  and  commerce,  and  to  bless  us  with  health  and  plenty 
^'  That  it  may  please  him  to  bless  all  schools  and  seminaries  of 
''  Icarnrag,  and  to  grant  that  truth,  justice  and  benevolence,  tod 
'*  pure  and  undefilcd  religion,  may  universally  prevail.  And  it  is 
^'  recommended  to  all  people  of  these  States  to  assemble  for  publick 
•*'  worship,  and  abstain  from  labour  on  the  said  day.^' 

Wherefore,  as  well  in  respect  of  the  said  reoommendation  of 
Congre&a,  as  from  a  due  necessity  of  humbling  ourselves  before  tfl| 
'Great  Governor  of  the  Universe,  and  imploring  His  protection  and 
support,  ve  do  hereby  direct  and  order  that  the  said  Wednesdaj, 
the  third  day  of  xMey  next,  be  set  apart  and  observed  as  a  day  of

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thai  all  persooB  within  this  State  abstain  from  scrrile  kbour  and 
ncreatlon  on  the  said  daj.

And  WhereoM^  By  another  act  directing  the  paynseat  of  one-tUrl 
of  the  depreciation  to  the  ofBeers  and  soldiers  of  (he  Pensylvaais 
line,  one  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  pounds  of  the  aaid  moaej

the  gOvXJs  or  articles  in  question  : 

AnJ  Whereas,  It  is  not  only  an  assential,  but  the  indispensible 
duty  of  all  persons  in  a  well  regulated  government  to  make  the  lavs 
of  the  country  the  rules  of  their  conduet,  seeking  by  legal  and 
peaceable  modes  an  alteration  of  any  laws  which  tbey  apprehend 
to  be  grievious  or  impolitick : 

Upon  a  due  consideration,  therefore,  of  the  above  laws,  the  spe- 
cial obligation  upon  us  who  are  sworn  faithfully  to  execute  them, 
the  great  difficulties  which  will  result  to  the  well  affected,  to  the 
industrious  poor,  who  have  received  this  money  in  exchange  for  the 
old  Continental  money,  and  to  those  who  have  sold  their  merchan* 
dizo  or  produce  to  the  Public  Commissioners,  if  the  aaid  bills  of 
credit  shou'd  not  find  a  free  circulation  :  We  do  most  earnestly 
recommend  to  all  the  citizens  of  this  State,  and  especially  to  land- 
lords  and  those  engaged  in  trade  and  dealing  of  every  kind,  to  re- 
ceive the  said  money  agreeable  to  law ;  and  for  their  eneonrags> 
ment  herein,  we  do  assure  such  persons  that  no  more  of  the  nid 
money  shall  be  issued  untill  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly,  when  it 
will  be  in  an  especial  manner  recommended  to  them  to  secure  the 
possessors  thereof  from  any  possible  loss;  and  also  informing  thsm 
that,  by  letters  received  from  the  eountryi  it  is  the  determination  of

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iDg  the  money  undepreciated,  and  resoMng  to  use  their  utmost 
eftirts  to  this  purpose.  And  we  do  in  like  manner  recommend  to 
all  persons,  and  especially  to  the  meritorious  militia,  both  officers 
and  privates,  not  to  be  led  into  tumults  and  outrages  which  invoWa 
innocent  families  in  distress,  sully  the  dignity  of  any  cause,  and 
will  be  turned  by  their  enemies  to  the  prejudice  of  that  necessary 
and  honourable  service,  but  to  wait  with  patience  the  meeting  of 
their  Representatives,  who  alone  can  afford  competent  relief  under 
present  difficulties. 

We  likewise  enjoin  npon  all  magistrates,  sheriffs,  and  constableSi 
to  use  their  utmost  influence  and  authority  to  guard  against  and 
suppress  any  irregularities  or  disorders  which  are  inconsistent  with 
the  peace  and  good  order  of  government ;  and  all  other  officerS| 
civil  and  military,  and  all  well  disposed  citizens,  are  required  to  be 
aiding  and  assisting  them  therein.

The  following  message  being  read  and  consider^,  was  agreed  to 
to,  vizt : 

Message  from  the  President  and  Council,  to  the  Representatiyes  of 
Sxe  Freemen  of  Pensjlvania,  in  General  Assembly  met. 

Gentlemen : 

The  exigencies  of  the  State,  the  requisitions  of  Congress,  and 
the  representation  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Focleral  armj, 
have  made  it  indispensably  necessary  to  convene  you  before  the 
time  of  your  adjouromeDt. 

We  have  endeavoured  to  execute  the  laws  you  have  enacted,  to 
furnish  the  supplies  required  to  recruit  the  Pensylvaoia  lioe,  and 
to  support  the  frontiers,  by  such  means  as  you  have  put  into  cur 
hands  for  these  important  purposes.  But,  after  devoting  our  best 
abilities  and  utmost  attentioD,  we  find  so  much  in  the  iormer  to  be 
amended  and  altered,  and  so  much  in  the  latter  to  be  supplied,  thati 
farther  progress  without  the  aid  of  the  Legislature,  wouM  have  io- 
Yolved  the  8tate  in  difficulties,  whi:h  prudence,  wisdom,  and  firmness, 
may  now  remove,  but  which  time  and  inattention  may  ripen  into  inco- 
rable  evils.  That  of  a  depreciation  of  our  State  currency  is  the  most 
alarming.  Having  seen  and  felt  its  ruinous  consequences  on  the 
Continental  money,  in  the  loss  of  publick  confidence,  the  violation 
of  private  honesty,  und  the  distresses  it  has  brought  on  the  most 
mrtuous  part  of  the  community,  and  which  an  unconquerable  love 
of  their  country  cou'd  alone  enable  them  to  support,  we*  cou'd  not 
see  this  fatal  malady  again  sapping  the  vitals  of  publick  credit  and 
future  resources,  without  giving  the  alarm,  and  calling  upon  joa, 
who  alone  possess  the  Constitutional  powers  of  prevention  and 
relief. 

It  cannot  be  denied  by  the  most  selfish  factions,  or  disaffected, 
that  the  exportation  of  the  produce  of  the  country  is  great,  the  re- 
turns quick  and  profitable ;  that  Providence  has  blessed  us  with 
plentifnll  crops,  and  that  present  prospects  are  unusually  rich ;[  and 
it  mast  equally  be  admitted,  that  the  army,  the  government,  and 
publick  creditors;  feel  all  the  effects  of  real,  andisstmbled  poverty; 
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that  tbe  nenne  of  individaals,  if  we  may  judge  by  their  conduct,  and 
the  8CD30  of  the  Legislature,  with  respect  to  paper  money,  so  ma* 
terially  differ,  that  it  must  be  wholly  laid  aside,  or  supported  bj 
more  general  approbation  and  concurrence ;  and  that  some  measures 
must  be  immediately  adopted  to  relieve  the  present  necessities, 
more  adequate  to  the  end  than  those  which  have  been  iately  at- 
tempted, or  the  consequences  are  too  obvious  and  too  alarming  to 
need  eoumeration  or  description. 

We  have  the  satisfaction  to  acquant  you,  that  the  line  is  again 
formed  into  respectable  strength,  and  that  a  detachment  under  the 
eommand  of  General  Wayne,  has  marched  to  tbe  relief  of  our 
auffering  brethcrn  in  the  Southern  States.  In  appointments  and 
equipmcuWwe  can  justly  say,  our  troops  have  never  taken  the  field 
in  a  more  respectable  condition ;  and  we  have  no  doubt  they  will 
prove  a  most  valuable,  as  well  as  considerable  ]%-inforcement  to  the 
Bontbern  army. 

We  must  beg  leave  to  remind  you,  that  by  a  law  of  the  StatSi 
that  Assembly  shou'd  at  every  session  fix  the  pay  of  the  militia* 
but  it  has  been  omitted  for  two  sessions,  while  so  great  a  part  of 
the  community,  and  those  of  greatest  property  and  consideration, 
exempt  themselves  from  this  duty,  it  cannot  be  expected  that  the 
poor  ai)d  m idling  class  will  chearfully  perform  it  for  the  trifling 
sums  they  receive,  or  be  satisfied  with  the  small  composition  made 
by  the  delinquents. 

There  are  considerable  numbers  of  prisoners  drawn  into  the  Stata 
by  the  orders  of  (>ongress,  which  require  constant  guards;  there 
are  also  occasional  services  to  be  rendered,  and  the  distance  of  our 
line  adds  a  new  and  forceablo  consideration  to  keep  the  militia  on 
a  respectable  footing,  as  our  principal  dependance  in  case  of  inva- 
sion or  other  publick  necessity. 

It  wou*d  exceed  the  limits  of  an  address  to  enter  into  a  farther 
detail.  The  Secretary  will  lay  before  you  sundry  important  papers, 
and  this  Doard  will  chearfully  make  such  farther  communication  as 
may  be  necessary  ;  and  we  most  earnestly  entreat  you,  gentlemen, 
in  this  sessions,  to  lay  aside  all  other  considerations  which  do  not 
tend  to  the  establishment  of  publick  credit,  the  supply  of  the  army, 
the  relief  of  the  frontiers,  and  the  maintenance  of  civil  government^ 
all  which  now  depend  upon  the  issue  of  your  deliberations.  The 
eyes  of  the  people  of  this  State,  and  of  all  America,  are  upon  yon, 
and  we  trust  they  will  not  be  disappointed  in  the  hopes  they  have 
formed  of  the  wisdom, ^rmuess,  and  integrity  of  your  measures.

The  petition  of  Captain  Joseph  Hart,  of  the  towoahip  of  Wir  < 
minster  and  ooanty  of  Buoks,  hnmbly  sheweth : 

That  in  consequence  of  an  act  of  the  Honourable  AseemUy, 
passed  the  twenty* sixth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  seven  hnndiel 
and  eighty,  it  beoaaie  the  duty  of  your  petitioner  to  hire  two  msa 
to  serve  in  the  Foxleral  army  for  a  certain  time : 

That  your  petitioner  neither  refused  nor  neglected  to  perform  tb 
duties  required  of  him  by  this  act.  He  speedily  hired  one  man,  s( 
an  easy  rate,  advanced  the  money  to  pav  him,  and  was  likely  to 
procaro  another  before  the  time  appointed  by  the  lieutenant  of  the 
county,  but  before  the  time  came,  the  said  Lieutenant,  Mr.  Joseph 
Hart,  hired  a  second  person^  and  havine  first  required  your  peti- 
tioner to  pay  him,  he  afterwards  directed  him  to  pay  another,  wnon 
he«  the  said  Lieutenant,  had  hired  for  another  township,  saying  he 
wou'd  make  Captain  Walker  pay  the  man  he  had  hired  for  joar 
petitioner.  Your  petitioner  complied,  and  agreeable  to  the  tenor 
of  the  said  act  of  Assembly,  assessed  the  towDsbip  to  the  amoaat, 
but  through  a  ooIlisioD  between  the  said  Lieutenant  and  the  col- 
lector, the  whole  monies  thus  raised  were  grasped  by  the  said 
Lieutenant,  Joseph  Hart,  and  are  now  fraudulently  held  by  him, 
do  the  great  injury  of  your  petitioner,  who  is  hereby  deprifed  of 
more  than  two  thousand  pounds,  advanced  near  a  year  ago  on  the 
pubiick  account.  « 

To  you,  gentlemen,  as  the  court  to  which  he  is  ameanable,  your 
petitioner  flies  for  redress  in  what  concerns  himself. 

The  above  facts,  with  some  others  related  to  them,  your  peti- 
tioner is  ready  to  support  by  substantial  evidence,  and  begs  an  op- 
pertunity  may  be  given  him  for  that  purpose,  that  justice  may  be 
done,  and  none  in  future  discouraged  from  hazarding  their  property 
to  serve  the  public,  or  applying  to  the  supreme  authority  of  Pen- 
aylvania  for  redress  of  the  wrongs  done  by  their  officers ;  and  yoor 
petitioner,  as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray.

The  following  message  being  read  and  considered,  vist : 

Message  from  the  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council,  to 
the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of  Pensylvania,  in  General 
Aasembly  met. 

Gentlemen  : — The  publick  necessities  compel  ns  to  address  you 
in  a  language  more  serious  and  decisive  than  any  we  have  ever  yet 
adopted.  Oar  respective  powers  are  by  the  Constitiition  mutually 
defined  and  limitted.  It  is  with  yon  to  provide  the  means  of  sup- 
porting the  just  and  necessary  war  in  which  we  are  engaged—of 
procuring  the  supplies  and  relieving  the  publick  distresses.  It  is 
with  us  to  execute  the  laws,  and  apply  those  means  to  publick  pur- 
poses; and  we  are  to  abide  the  judgment  of  our  country  on  the 
laitbfull  performance  of  our  duty.  But  wo  cannot  consent  that 
the  publick  burthens  shou'd  be  devolved  on  us  by  hasty  resolves, 
formed  at  the  close  of  your  sessions,  or  be  left  by  you  in  a  state  of 
responsibility  for  the  great  and  important  demands  upon  this  Stale, 
which  we  have^commnnicated  to  you,  and  which  have  been  now 
before  you  a  considerable  time.  You  must  be  sensible,  gentlemen, 
that  the  operation  of  any  tax  law  will,  with  all  possible  expedition, 
be  too  slow  for  our  immediate  necessities;  that  the  support  of  the 
FoDderal  army,  the  subsistence  of  a  great  number  of  prisoners,  the 
relief  of  the  frontiers,  and  other  daily  wants  of  various  kinds, 
require  instant  provision  of  the  means  of  purchase,  or  that  you 
ebou'd  devise  some  other  mode.  While  the  tranquility  of  the  Stale 
admits  the  full  operation  of  the  Legiskture,  we  neither  can  or  will 
exercise  any  other  powers  than  such  as  will  bear  the  full  test  of 
future  inquiry ;  and  shou'd  events  fatal  or  injurious  to  the  Stale 
follow  in  consequence  of  our  being  left  in  a  state  of  inability  to 
famish  oar  contingent  in  the  publick  cause,  or  to  guard  against 
the  practices  of  its  deadly  enemies,  we  shall  hold  ourselves  jnstly 
acquitted  before  all  the  world. 

We  have  laid  the  Sute  of  the  pnbliek  wants  fully  before  yoa; 
it  was  tho  hope  of  immediate  relief  that  induced  us  to  call  yoa 
togetheri  and  thoogh  near  three  weeka  have  now  eUpeed|  we  an  in 
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the  same  state  of  imbecility  and  distreu  as  when  the  sessions  he* 
gan.  We  had  flattered  onrselves  that  in  this  important^crisis,  when 
the  greatest  events,  both  in  Europe  and  Amencay  are  dependiu 
you  wou'd  have  adopted  immediate  and  decisire  modes  to  sopp^ 
the  army  with  provisions ;  support  the  frontiers ;  to  reenzit  tb 
line ;  strengthen  the  militia,  and  animate  the  well  affected  by  just 
and  reasonable  distinctions  between  them  and  persons  of  a  diflfereBt 
character.  The  bills  depending  before  the  House,  and  its  proceed- 
ings do  not  appear  to  us  calculated  to  effect  these  important  piu» 
poses,  but  rather  to  diminish  the  little  strength  ana  energy  we 
retain.  If  the  House,  as  it  is  to  be  presumed,  is  in  possession  of 
the  confidence  of  the  people,  surely  some  immediate  assistance 
might  be  drawn  fronf  those  under  whose  choice  your  representatioB 
is  BO  recently  derived.  We  do  most  earnestly  call  upon  you  for 
this  assistance,  because  without  it  we  see  no  prospect  of  supplying 
the  interval  between  this  and  the  effective  operation  of  the  laws 
you  msy  pass  to  furnish  the  treasury  with  such  money  as  the  pe<K 
pie  will  receive  in  payment.  Tour  own  experience  and  observatioa 
make  it  unnecessary  to  inform  you  that  neither  the  produce  of  the 
country  or  of  commerce,  are  to  be  obtain'd  for  paper  money,  con- 
sistent with  your  late  resolutions  on  that  subject,  which  appear  to 
US  very  proper.  We,  therefore,  depand  upon  your  providing  as 
with  other  means  before  your  adjournment,  or  relieve  us  from  the 
responsibility  in  which  we  stand.  The  alarming  consequence! 
which,  in  our  present  situation,  must  ensue  if  we  are  not  supported, 
are  too  obvious  to  netid  enumeration,  and  will  not  easily  admit  of 
exaggeration,  but  we  shall  stand  justified,  as  we  have  faithfully  and 
jepeatedly,  from  session  to  session,  stated  the  approaching  diffioul- 
ties,  with  clearness  and  precision.

Message  from  the  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council  to 
the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of  Pennsylvania,  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  met. 

Or.NTLMEN  : — ^In  the  tenth  section  of  the  bill  for  recruiting  the 
Foedoral  army  published  for  consideration,  we  observe  that  it  is 
propMf.ed  that  this  Board  shou'd  be  authorised  to  levy  upon  the 
dasKCij  who  may  be  delinquent  such  farther  sum  than  nine  pounds 
as  may  be  necessary  to  inlist  a  recruit  for  every  delinquent  class. 
We  apprehend  this  power  to  be  uooonstitutional,  and  amounting,  in 
fact,  to  an  unlimitted  power  to  tax  the  people  inconsistent  with  the 
eighth  section  of  the  bill  of  rights,  which  is  declared  to  be  a  part 
of  the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  never  to  be  violated 
on  any  pretence  whatever.  We  can  neither  exercise  this  power 
ourselves  or  consent  to  establish  a  precedent  of  this  nature.  Nor 
do  we  think  it  necessary ;  the  Honourable  House  are  as  competent 
judges  as  the  Council  what  sum  will  probably  be  sufficient  to  engage 
recruits,  or  if  there  are  inconveniences  in  fixing  the  sum,  the  like 
mode  as  in  other  States,  and  lately  in  this,  might  be  adopted,  viit : 
to  CD  join  the  class  to  procure  a  man,  or  if  procured  by  any  officer, 
to  pay  the  ezpenoe,  which  may  be  various  in  different  parts  of  the 
State,  whereas,  if  affixed  by  Council,  it  must  be  done  at  a  precise 
Bom  iA  every  part,  however  different  the  oiroumstanoes.     Wemutt^ 
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tlMrefore,  before  tbe*bill  reeeiTes  its  final  naetibii,  rBeonmend  ftk 
cUose  to  tbe  fartber  consideration  of  tbe  House.
